A quiet two-week search for a young William 
Head fugitive was transformed Tuesday into a seven- 
hour Greater Victoria drama with a car chase, 
exchange of gunfire, abduction of hostages, massive 
manhunt — and a happy ending. 
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A mother and her young 
daugher were severly shaken 
and many others were in 
danger but only one person 
received as much as minor in¬ 
juries in a harrowing day for 
more than 50 Victoria, Saan¬ 
ich. Oak Bay and Esquimau 
policemen and RCMP as well 
as numerous civilians.

There are some things it’s 
better that a three-year-old 
girl doesn't understand. 

And one of these is being 
taken for a ride with mother 
by a wild, scared, gun-toting 
Individual who bursts into the 
house while you're playing 
with your toys and starts yell¬ 
ing and smashing windows. 

Bui that's what happened 
Tuesday to Emily Smith, a 
cute, red-haired, blue-eyed 
bundle a girl, and her 
mother. Mrs. Diane Smith. 27, 
of 1116 Leonard. 

But both Mrs. Smith and 
her husband. Robert, a pro¬ 
vincial government clerk, 
said after the ordeal that 
Emily — who sat on her des¬ 
perate abductor's lap during 
part of a wiM car chase 
across Victoria — remained 
unaffected by the incident. 

"No. she didn't really know 
what was happening," said a 
tired, hungry but otherwise 


Gunman’s wild-eyed entry 
started day’s nightmare 


unharmed Mrs. Smith as she 
prepared to eat a well-earned 

supper. 

Shortly after 11 a.m. Emily 
was playing with her toys and 
Mrs. Smith was doing her 
washing when she heard 
sirens and a ruckus outside. 

"T thought il was a fire. 1 
heard sirens." she told the 
Colonist. 

Just then a wild-looking 
young man toting a gun burst 
into the Smiths’ kitchen and 
took mother and daughter 
hostage*, yelling to police out¬ 
side he’d kill both if need be. 

Sadie, the Smiths* four- 
year-old part-collie was so 
scared she rushed underneath 
the livingroom couch. 

Mrs. Smith said. sure, she 
was scared but so was Uie 


intruder who 'started to 
■ cry in the kitchen he was so 
scared ... he didn’t know 
what to do." 

In his frustration at seeing 
police guns pointed at every 
window, he became angry and 
started smashing pane after 
pane of glass and ordered 
Mi's. Smith and Emily up¬ 
stairs with him. 

Mrs. Smith said she thought 
the police crowded too closely 
around the house, terrifying 
the desperate intruder still 
further. 

"I think they should have 
backed off a bit more," she 
said. 

Mrs. Smith said her main 
concern was "trying to be on 
his side because I didn’t want 
to get hurt; I didn’t want 
Emily to get hurt.” 


She said the man appeared 
to be "a nice sort of guy" al¬ 
though scared into despera¬ 
tion. 

He said he was thirsty and 
Mrs. Smith who didn’t real¬ 
ize her mistake till afterwards 

offered him some Southern 
Comfort. 

He drank a fifth of a bottle, 
Smith said. 

And- Mi*s. Smith said she 
made her second mistake 
when she told the intruder 
about her car. a 1968 Austin 
1100 . 

The result was that shortly 
after noon Mrs. Smith and 
Emily were bundled into the 
small, dark green car and 
a nightmare chase across 
town began. 

With police cars in its rear 
mirror, the little Austin, 
pushed on by its driver, 
swerved all over fhe road and 
Mrs. Smith feared for her life 
in what she described as the

One sentence in 
gave much of the background 
to a day unrivalled in tension 
in Victoria since a late-Sep- 
tember day in 1970 when an¬ 
other young man robbed a 
bank, shot two Victoria police¬ 
men, and took hostages on 
his way up the Saanich penin¬ 
sula and on to the U.S. by 
boat. 

Said Richardson: "I want 
you to know-, Danny, since 
you left William Head we’ve 
talked to most of your friends 
and your family and we all 
agree: turn yourself in and 
we’ll have medical treatment 
for you." 

Cain was sentenced late in 
1974 in Victoria to two years 
for break-ins and thefts and 
was due for release in 1976. 
But on the night of March 22, 
police said, he left the Wil¬ 
liam Head institution in Met- 
chosin. 

Staff-Sgt. Angus Stew art. 
acting head of the Victoria 
police detective division, said 
Tuesday Cain was known as a 
drugs user before his sen¬ 
tence. Other sources said po¬ 
lice had been seeking Cain for 
questioning about some of 11 
small-business holdups in Vic¬ 
toria and Saanich since 
March 22. 

At 10 a.m. Tuesday. Oak 
Bay Constable Robert Faith 
was off duty and shopping in 
Gordon’s Sporting Goods, 1030 
Hillside, when he saw a youth 
who looked like Cain buying a 
box of shotgun shells. 

Faith followed the < youth, 
saw him get into a car’parked 
nearby and got the licence 
number. He wasn’t able to get 
to his own car to follow but 
immediately phoned the 
number to Victoria head¬ 
quarters. 

The car had been stolen 
Monday night in Esquimalt. 
not far from the Victoria West 
area where the suspect was 
arrested. 

At about 10:55 a.m., Vic¬ 
toria Constables Peter Talavs 
and Rick Mitchell saw the car 
going south on Douglas near 
Bay. A chase at speeds of up 
to 65 miles an hour began on 
Bay and continued on Cal-

Handicapped 

150 B.C. 
children: 
No takers

More than a thousand Brit¬ 
ish Columbians have offered 
homes to Vietnam war or¬ 
phans. but so far there are 
no adoption offers for 150 han¬ 
dicapped B.C. children. 

Human Resources Minister 
Norman Levi made that an¬ 
nouncement Tuesday as he 
pledged to continue to extend 
assistance but appealed for a 
cooling down of emotions. 

Levi said it must al w ays be 
remembered that "children 
are part of a family unit and 
only as a very last resort 
should they be removed from 
that family." 

Levi reminded British Co¬ 
lumbians that while their re¬ 
sponse to the plight of In¬ 
dochinese war victims had 
been overwhelming "there 
are still 150 B.C. children, 
many of whom have severe 
handicaps, who are available 
for adoption by parents who 
feel they can cope with the 
extremely arduous task of 
raising these special chil¬ 
dren." 

The minister said it was his 
hope that of the hundreds of 
families now • offering homes 
to help children from ftvor- 
seas "there are some who will

As the day ended. Victoria 
police were studying possible 
abduction and robbery 
charges against Daniel Brad¬ 
ley Cain, 19, who will appear 
this morning in Victoria Pro- 
' vincial Court on a Col wood 
RCMP charge of escape and 
being unlawfully at large. 

At the same time. 27-year- 
old Mrs. Diane Smith of 1116 
Leonard in the Fairfield area 
and her daugher Emily, 3. 
was recovering from the most 
danger-filled part of the day. 
And taxi driver Ron Colbert. 
62, of 3305 Linwood. had gone 
back to routine work. 

It was in Colbert’s Blue 
Bird taxi that Cain was 
arrested about 4:45 p.m. at 
the foot of Raynor in Victoria 
West — only minutes after 
Victoria detective Constable 
Douglas Richardson had 
issued an emotion-packed ap¬ 
peal to Cain to give himself 
up.

most terrifying part of her or¬ 
deal. 

The car struck a pole near 
the Ross Bay cemetery - and 
just before the crash, said 
Mrs. Smith, Emily cried for 
the first and only time. 

The man told his hostages 
he was heading for Esquimau 
where he “knew some 

friends.” 

He eventually stopped the |" 
car, at about 1:25 p.m., at ' 
Wilson in Vic West, and told 
her he was going on foot from | 
there but that she was to give ! 
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him a “head start” before she 
left with the car. 

Just before he left he told 
her the gun he was carrying 
was only a cap pistol — and 
not the “real gun” Mrs. Smith 
had believed he was carrying. 

Tuesday night the Smith 


family, including Diane’s 
mother. Mrs. Woodley, re¬ 
laxed in the livingroom of 
their Fairfield home. 

The Academy Awards were 
on television and Emily, who 
earlier had expressed delight 
at her new doll, was now eat¬ 
ing a snack contentedly. 

The only sign of the earlier 
turmoil in the house was a 
dozen smashed window panes. 


Victoria was losing its gar¬ 
den-city image, said Smith, 
and getting to be a “rough 
town.” 
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dedonia, Quadra, Balmoral 
and Cook. 

The policemen tried to pull 
the car over but to no avail. 

On Cook near Oxford, the 
driver of the pursued car 
leaned out his window $qd 
turned around to point what 
appeared to be a handgun at 
the police. At Cook and May, 
the pursued car hit the vehi¬ 
cle of Andrew Modos, 152 
Cambridge, giving him minor 
injuries, and then hit a tree 
and telephone pole, snapping 
off the pole. 

The driver jumped out and 
ran east on May, firing one 
stx)t toward Mitchell and 
Talavs. Mitchell fired one 
.shot in return. No one was 
hurt. The driver disappeared 
in back yards in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Inspector l<yle Somers left 
his post at the Victoria police 
central phone, where he is re¬ 
placing a locked-out CUPE 
member, and joined many de¬ 
tectives and uniform ser¬ 
geants and constables in the 


Victoria and RCMP officers 
took up observation posts in 
cars at key intersections in 
the Fairfield area, where 
some of the recent holdups 
have occured. Constables 
started house-to-house 
searches from Cook and May 
in several directions. 

A shotgun was found in the 
heavily-damaged stolen car. 
Residents of the area were 
warned to stay inside and let 
no one in. Back at head¬ 
quarters, Stewart and other 
officials began working with 
RCMP, Saanich police and 
others to arrange for heli¬ 
copters and tracking dogs. 

Somers became suspicious 
of a house on Leonard where 
a door had been closed sud¬ 
denly end sent two men to 
investigate. 

A young man had kicked in 
the back door of an apart¬ 
ment at 1116 Leonard. Oc- 
. cupant Robert Smith, a pvo- 
vincial civil servant, was at 
work and his wife Diane and 
three-year-old daughter Emily 
were in the basement. 

He had taken them hostage 
at about 11:15. It was just 
short of 11:30 when the two 
policemen knocked at the 
front door. 

Said Stewart: “When they 
went to the door, she was ob¬ 
viously nervous and took 
some time to answer. Our 
men became suspicious and 
asked if she was in danger. 
She said, 'Yes, he’s holding 
my baby upstairs and he has 
a gun’.” 

The two officers reported 
hack to Somers. Detectives 
Richardson and Kenneth 
Horsman tried to start a 
shouted conversation but the 
intruder shouted back he 
wanted the area cleared of all 
police. He said he intended to 
take the mother and daughter 
as hostages, take her car and 
leave the area. 

Richardson phoned from a 
nearby home and tried to bar- 
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gain but, said Stewart, the in¬ 
truder “became more upset . 

. . he screamed and shouted, 
’If you come anywhere near 
me. I’ll shoot them both and 
shoot myself. I just want to 
get out of here. I want you 
guys out of here’.” 

He told Richardson he 
wouldn't leave without “the 
girl and the child (but) would 
drive oply a short way with 
the hostages and then bail 
out.” 

Richardson said he had to 
clear it with his superiors and 
.the gunman gave police 15 
minutes to clear the area. He 
smashed out some windows of 
the Smith home. 

At one point, the gunman 
may have agreed to talk to 
Victoria Constable John John¬ 
ston, a former member of the 
multi-force drug squad in 
Greater Victoria. But he is 
out of town on holidays. 

Police began to move both 
ihemselves and spectators 
back. At noon, about 30 min¬ 
utes after the two officers 
knocked on the Smith door, 
the gunman wrapped a blan¬ 
ket around himself and his 
two hostages and, holding the 
gun near eye level, walked 
out. the door. 

They walked down the front 
steps to the Smith car. The 
gunman drove away with the 
girl on his lap and Mrs. Smith 
beside him. Police followed at 
a distance through Fairfield 
. past Ross Bay cemetery, up 
Foul Bay Road, back through 
the Saanich panhandle and 
into the area south of the Hill¬ 
side shopping centre. 

Sgt. Gordon Bennett report¬ 
ed at 12:20 p.m. police lost 
sight of the car near Belmont 
and Myrtle. 

For the next 65 minutes, 
nothing. Numerous false re¬ 
ports were checked out from 
south Victoria north well into 
Saanich. A helicopter joined 
the hunt. Police looked 
through numerous apartment 
and shopping centre parking 
lots in Victoria. 

A man phoned a Victoria 
radio station to offer himself 
as a hostage to replace the 
mother and daughter. 

He wasn’t needed. At 1:25 
p.m., Mrs. Smith phoned po¬ 
lice from GTL Transport, 220 
Esquimau, about V/» blocks 
from an alley behind 600 Wil¬ 
son. She said the intruder had 
stopped in the alley, told them 
he was releasing them and 
taken off on foot between 
houses toward Wilson. 

Mother and daughter were 
taken home rather than to a 
hospital. Smith apparently 
drove them to a secluded spot 
to help ease their recovery 
and they did not reappear 
until about 6 p.m., when the 
mother went to police head¬ 
quarters to tell her story. By 
then, the suspect Cain was in 
the same building’s cells. 

But while the Smiths were 


safe at 1:25, police had a long 
3Va hours ahead. Manhunt 
centre was moved into Vic¬ 
toria West. Esquimalt police 
stepped up efforts in their 
municipality and a police dog 
joined the search. 

Dozens of false reports com¬ 
plicated matters. Suspicious 
men were reported on several 
roofs. A man with a knife was 
said to be trying to break in 
at 213 Skinner. Men were seen 
running through bushes. A 
man on a trimaran was 
checked at West Bay Marina. 

Curious onlookers got in the 
way. Traffic was thick. Taxis 
had to be checked. Persons 
living in the area and “known 
to police” received visits. 
Shotgun-carrying officers 
were reports to head¬ 
quarters by nervous resi¬ 
dents. 

Police told officials at Vic¬ 
toria West and Highrock 
schools not to let pupils out 
singly. When the children 
went home, at was with in¬ 
structions to go there direct¬ 
ly and avoid parks and bush- 
land. Officers checked rail¬ 
road bridges and knocked on 
dozens of doors. 

Later, Staff-Sgt. Stewart 
said police felt the suspect 
was "all over the district” be¬ 
tween 1:25 and 4:45. Asked if 
the suspect stopped in any 
homes, Stewart said: “Not 
that we’re aware of.” 

Victoria Police Chief J. F. 
Gregory called in newsmen at 
4:30 for Richardson's appeal. 


“This is an appeal to Daniel 
Cain . . . Danny, if you’re lis¬ 
tening, I was the officer who 
was talking to you nn the 
phone on Leonard . . 

Richardson ended by saying 
police were “extremely 
happy" the person he spoke 
to on the phone had fulfilled 
"our main concern,” the free¬ 
dom of the hostages once po¬ 
lice backed off. He urged Cain 
to phone any police depart¬ 
ment. 

Gregory asked Stewart to 
tell newsmen the story in 
chronological order and 
Stewart was nearly finished 
when someone shouted: “Hold 
it. . . hold it . . . we’ve got the 
suspect under arrest here. 
Craigflower and Raynor. He 
was in a cab.” 

Cabbie Ron Colbert had 
jacked up a fare at 703 Esqui¬ 
malt in answer to a phone call 
and, after receiving several 
sets of travel instructions, 
suddenly saw a pistol in his 
fare's hands and police cars 
dead ahead as the cab went 
down Raynor. 

He decided to “bail out” 
and dive behind the rear 
bumper. Police seemed to ap¬ 
proach from all sides and the 
fare gave up without resis¬ 
tance. Stewart said a starter’s 
pistol and a rifle were found 
in the cab. 

The detective said “an ob¬ 
servant police officer” had 
keen the fare during the cab's 
erratic ride and alertod -dll 
cars in the* area.

find it in their hearts to help 
the more than 150 children 
who have severe handicaps 
and are awaiting adoption 
placement ip this province.” 

Levi warned that an over- 
emotional response to the war 
orphans could create major 
problems in the future. 

“The children are the chil¬ 
dren of Vietnam and Cam¬ 
bodia,” he said. “If the desire 
to airlift thousands of them is 
because their lives are in 
danger, surely there has been 
a clear and present danger 
for all the children in this war 
zone for the past 15 years. 

“If they must be removed 
from danger, why not- to an 
area in Southeast Asia where 
they can be cared for until 
that danger has passed and 
they can be returned to their 
homeland?” 

Levi suggested that Canadi¬ 
ans participate in such a pro¬ 
gram by donating money and 
personnel. 

“We, of course, stand ready 
to assist any child that comes 
to this country, but we cannot 
be party to pillaging a 
country of its children. Those 
children who will come be¬ 
cause the government of 
their country has said they 
can come through an orderly 
process will, of course, be 
welcomed.” 

Levi said that while making 
his appeal for a cool and ra¬ 
tional approach to future air- j 
lifts he felt it unlikely that i 
any substantial number of 
children would be coming to j 
Canada in the near future. 

“As of this moment, we 
have absolutely no informa¬ 
tion that more children, other 
than those already arranged 


for, are likely to come to Can¬ 
ada," he said. 

Meanwhile, it was an¬ 
nounced in Ottawa that one of 
the three Canadian Hercules 
aircraft thfti have been stand¬ 
ing by in Hong Kong for. use 
in South Vietnamese evacua¬ 
tions is being brought home. 

An external affairs depart¬ 
ment spokesman said the two 
others will remain until it is 
decided they are no longer 
needed either to evacuate 
about two dozen Canadians 
remaining in Saigon or to 
bring out Vietnamese refu¬ 
gees or orphans.

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Since 1920. a three-nation 
consortium led by Britain has 
ripped the heart out of Ocean 
Island in its quest for the min¬ 
eral deposits, paying the Ban- 
abans a royalty. 

The islanders are suing Bri¬ 
tain for a total of $53 million, 
claiming that the royalty was 
too low for half a century. 
They are demanding that the 
miners make their island li¬ 
veable again. 

"The worked-out areas look 
not unlike the moon.” said at¬ 
torney John Macdonald, hand¬ 
ing photographs to the high 
court judge. hearing the two 
suits. 

Macdonald said the suits 
were designed ”to right the 
wrongs of 50 years.” One of 
those wrongs, he said, was to 
move the Banabans to an is¬ 
land 1,600 miles away. 

“The banabans have never 
given up their homeland,” 
Macdonald said. 

“They agreed to liye on 
Rabi (the island in the Fiji 
group where they were reset¬ 
tled)» only because a solemn 
underaking was given by Her 
Majesty’s government that 
they would be able to go back 
to Ocean Island and not lose 
any of their rights as land 
owners.” 

Now the Banabans want to 
go home and set up a fishing 
industry, Macdonald said. 

North Japan 
hit by quake 

TOKYO (UPI)—A fairly 
strong earthquake shook 
northern Japan Tuesday, the 
meterological agency report¬ 
ed. There were no reports of 
damage or casualties. 
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recently — from President 
Ford.

In a Senate speech, Jackson 
said, "I have it on the best of 
information, the best authori¬ 
ty, that secret agreements 
were reached” in connection 
with the Paris peace accords 
on Vietnam. 

As for Ford, Jackson said, 
“I think he has only recently 
found out about these ac¬ 
cords.” 

White House Press Secre¬ 
tary Ron Nessen had no im¬ 
mediate comment on Jack¬ 
son’s charges and deputy 
press secretary John Hushen 
said later in the day “Our 
position is that we have noth¬ 
ing to say.” 

Jackson, an announced can¬ 


didate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, said 
that while Ford had hinted 
Congress reneged on its com¬ 
mitments to South Vietnam, 
“the fact is that Congress is 
being accused of violating 
commitments and obligations 
it never heard of.” 

Jackson also said “obses¬ 
sive secrecy” marked the 
SALT I negotiations, to the 
point where not even then de¬ 
fence secretary Melvin Laird 
and then secretary of state 
William Rogers were in¬ 
formed about two accords. 

And Jackson said "crucial 
Soviet-American communica¬ 
tions” bearing on the trade 
bill had still not been dis¬ 
closed to Congress. 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — 
The presence of four trace el¬ 
ements in human blood can 
be measured to indicate tJie 
presence of cancer, Universi¬ 
ty of Rhode Island re¬ 
searchers said Tuesday. 

Blood tests of 16 patients 
with diagnosed cases of ad¬ 
vanced cancer showed abnor¬ 
mal levels of copper, cesium, 
cadmium and cobalt, re¬ 
searcher Dianne Zdankiewicz 
said in a paper prepared for 
the American Chemical Soci¬ 
ety’s national meeting. 

The copper level was found 
to be 60 per cent higher and 
cadmium 28 per cent higher 
than in a group of healthy 
subjects. 

"Copper and cadmium are 
considered essential for 
human health. Perhaps be¬ 
cause cancer is an uncon¬ 


trolled growth,the body ab¬ 
sorbs more of these elements 
to support the growth,” Ms. 
Zdankiewicz said: 

Her research with Earl 
Stromberg and Dr. James 
Fasching of the university’s 
department of chemistry 
showed levels of cobalt and 
cesium were down about 25 
per cent in the blood of 
cancer patients. 

The researchers said they 
believed variations of trace 
elements in blood could be 
used for diagnosis and clinical 
purposes, perhaps to follow 
the progress of chemotherapy 
in cancer patients. 

"There have never been ac¬ 
curate blood tests for trace el¬ 
ements before. Only in the 
past two or three years have 
we had the techniques to mea¬ 
sure such minute amounts."

S URELY BY NOW there are misgivings within 
the federal administration on Finance Minu¬ 
ter John Turner’s approach to the inflation prob¬ 
lem. The searching for a consensus of wages and 
piices continues but the trail appears to be as cold 
now as when the government first set out on the 
voluntary restraints course it felt "would best 
serve the common interest, of all.” 

Six months ago Mr. Turner said “. . . it is im¬ 
portant that we seek to develop a national consen¬ 
sus in support of working out a fair and reasonable 
balance between wages, prices and profits” in view 
of the acceleration of inflation by high wage settle¬ 
ments. 

This was 4he Liberals’ alternative to the 
Progressive Conservatives’ call in the July election 
campaign for mandatory controls which Prime 
Minister Trudeau described as “a disaster looking 
for a place to happen." 

The Tory plan, as unpopular as it proved to be 
at the polls, at least was realistic, which is more 
than can be said for the “consensus search.” To 
refresh memories, the proposal was for, a 90-days 
prices and wages freeze followed by 18 months to 
two years of lesser controls to be worked out in 
consultation with the business community, labor 
and, of course, the provincial governments. 

Under the plan, wages would be set after the 
potential of profit had been estimated in any given 
industry, and earnings would be governed in rela¬ 
tion to investment, responsibility to shareholders 
and to the essential work force, without neglecting 
quality of production. 

What this implies, as was pointed out at the 


time the proposal was unveiled, is a radical change 
from the current system in which organized labor 
tries to grab every possible advantage, and man¬ 
agement, by and large, keeps production costs at a 
minimum in order to make larger profits, and 
seizes every opportunity to increase prices. 

Unlike the Liberals’ “consensus dream” it was 
a positive approach to inflation acceleration — a 
head-on hit at rising prices stimulating higher 
wage demands resulting in still higher prices and so 
on, ever upward. 

Whether the continuing spiral has reached a 
height to make mandatory controls more accept¬ 
able now may be indicated with the formal presen¬ 
tation of the new Schreyer Plan at the two-day 
federal-provincial conference on energy starting 
today in Ottawa. 

NDP Premier Edward Schreyer of Manitoba 
has long felt Canada is heading for economic disas¬ 
ter unless controls of some form are imposed on 
wages, prices, profits and dividends. He has had 
some support from NDP Saskatchewan, but else¬ 
where in the party has been odd-man-out. 

But he may have found the answer to the un¬ 
popularity of controls, at least on wages in the 
lower income brackets. He would eliminate the per¬ 
centage-increase system which, obviously, benefits 
those who earn the most and puts the poorer-paid 
further in arrears. Instead he proposes that the 
less a person makes the more he would get under 
the controls he would order. 

Had the Progressive Conservatives offered 
something along this line things might have turned 
out quite differently in last summer’s election. 


Money for municipalities 


P REMIER DAVID BARRETT goes to the first 
ministers’ conference on energy seeking a 
higher price for exported natural gas. The results 
he obtains will have a significant effect on B.C. mu¬ 
nicipal tax bills. Let the premier tell it in his 1975 
budget speech: 

“Over the past few weeks I have taken the op¬ 
portunity regularly to inform the citizens of this 
province of the negotiations and ultimate resolu¬ 
tion of the British Columbia natural gas question 
... Members will recall that one of our proposals, 
one that was not accepted by Ottawa, was that the 
increased revenue from natural gas export prices 
exceeding $1 per Mcf be split three ways — one- 
third to the federal government, one-third to Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and one-third to the municipalities of 
this province. 

“Notwithstanding the fact that the federal 
government rejected this proposal, our government 
has now decided to adopt this principle with re¬ 
spect to the sharing of revenues with British Colum¬ 
bia municipalities. Accordingly, one-third of the net 
revenue produced from an export price of gas over 
$1, after taking into account our federal tax rebate 
system and other expenses, will flow to municipal¬ 
ities in British Columbia. A new export price will 
soon be determined, following a forthcoming First 
Ministers’ Conference. 

“If the export price of gas is set at $1.50 per 


Mcf. the amount which would flow to the munici¬ 
palities on an annual basis is roughly estimated at 
around $20 million. An export price of $1.75 would 
produce approximately $30 million for the munici¬ 
palities. An export price of $2, which Is the compet¬ 
itive value of the fuel, would yield approximately 
$40 million for the municipalities in a full year, 
which, at current population levels, is equivalent to 
an additional per capita payment of over $20 .. 

There is no way of telling what the total munic¬ 
ipal tax levy will be this year, nor have we seen a 
figure for last year, but the premier indicated that 
for 1973 it was around $240 million. Thus it can be 
seen that $40 million for a full year would relieve 
taxpayers of something less than a sixth of their 
burden, but still a substantial amount. A price bare¬ 
ly above $1 per thousand cubic feet would help 
them not at all. 

Mayor Art Phillips of Vancouver regards this 
approach as making pawns of the municipalities in 
a struggle between the B.C. government and Otta¬ 
wa: certainly it gives Premier Barrett the opportu¬ 
nity to blame Ottawa for the plight of municipal¬ 
ities if he doesn’t get what he wants. But a 
stronger objection is that this gas revenue could 
dwindle; the municipalities need revenue which 
will glow with the economy. A fixed share of 
provincial income tax, as suggested by the munici¬ 
palities, would fill the bill. 


The gypsies of eastern Europe 


In a society as tightly or¬ 
ganized and controlled as 
Communist eastern Europe, 
it seems improbable that any 
large group of people could 
resist assimilation. 

But many of eastern 
Europe’s gypsies still hold to 
the unsettled way of life they 
led in pre-war days, plying 
the highways and byways and 
begging, fortune-telling or 
peddling for their bread in the 
towns and big cities. 

Most East Bloc countries 
have passed special laws and 
are trying to settle the gyp- 
siee, obliging them to take up 
conventional occupations — 
but only with limited success. 

Gypsy leaders, however, 
claim that not enough has 
been done and that there re¬ 
main deeply ingrained preju¬ 
dices agalinst them so that 
many have no choice but to 
beg and steal. 

Where gypsies have settled 
down they remain a people 
set apart, still sending out 
their raggedly dressed 
women, cradling children on 
their arms, to beg or sell 
flowers. One gypsy, living in 
a newly built resettlement 
community for gypsies south 
of Zagreb, even still goes out 
•very day to earn his living 
with his tambourine and danc¬ 
ing bear — a not uncommon 
sight In the Balkans and cen¬ 
tral Europe. 


Mija Vujiclc is a Commu¬ 
nist Party member and unof¬ 
ficial leader of a 300-strong 
gypsy village at Osaonica in 
central Yugoslavia where 
most work at a local hydrau¬ 
lics factory. 

“This Is one of the more 
fortunate communities be¬ 
cause we have work here. But 
in most areas where gypsies 
have settled there is no at¬ 
tempt to find them work or 
train them Only one- in five 
gypsies in Yugoslavia can 
read or write so most get by 
without regular jobs. Because 
people see gypsies on the 
streets begging it' makes them

think we are all worthless,” 
he said. 

Yugoslav authorities, how¬ 
ever, play down the problem 
and say gypsies are no more 
than a small recalcitrant mi¬ 
nority, officially estimated at 
77,000. The gypsies them¬ 
selves lay claim to 1.5 million. 

Czechoslovakia, which has 
320,000, has probably made 
the most progress in handling 
its gypsy problem. Regional 
commissions have been set 
up, gypsy huts and encamp¬ 
ments cleared away and gen¬ 
erous subsidies given to fami¬ 
lies to buy new flats or proper 
houses. There is also a cultuiv 
al and educational program 
and one gypsy, Emil Rigo, 
has even become a member 
of the Communist Party presi¬ 
dium. 


But officials report that 
progress at assimilation in 
very slow — partly because of 
the unwillingness of the local 
population to live among or 
work with gypsies. 

There was considerable 
public resentment when fig¬ 
ures were announced of how 
much gypsy families were 
being paid in subsidies to buy 
new flats or build proper 
houses. And the party paper, 
Pravda, commented sourly 
that many families used the 
materials from their demo¬ 
lished huts to build their 
“new” homes. 

The ill-feeling between the 
two communities is particu¬ 
larly acute in Romania and 
Poland where tens of thou¬ 
sands of gypsies were mur¬ 
dered by the Nazis in wartime 
extermination camps compa¬ 
rable to the genocide prac¬ 
tised on the Jews. 

According to official fig¬ 
ures, there were 250,000 gyp¬ 
sies in Romania in 1939 
against an estimated 100,000 
today and In Poland their 
numbers have become almost 
insignificant. The 8,000 who 
remain do not constitute a 
major social problem knd a 
Polish government decree 10 


years ago to make gypsies 
settle down has been for the 
most part effective. 

The Romanians make little 
pretence of trying to integrate 
them. “They remain a living 
example that you can't social¬ 
ize everybody,” a Bucharest 
newspaper editor said. 

Hungary, with an estimated 
300,000 takes a more enlight¬ 
ened attitude and recently 
adopted a policy to settle and 
integrate gypsies. According 
to official data, at present 
two-thirds of Hungarian gyp¬ 
sies still live in a gypsy envi¬ 
ronment and the majority still 
live in the country and provin¬ 
cial cities — about 70 per cent 
of them in encampments. 

Hungarians, however, ref¬ 
use to accept them as neigh¬ 
bors and many gypsies have 
rejected Jfie specially built, 
housing complexes for them 
as “gypsy ghettos.” Integra¬ 
tion in local echools has 
proved difficult because most 
do not speak Hungarian and 
have to be taught at special 
classes. 

Bulgaria, which has nearly 
a quarter of k million gypsies, 
has taken a tougher line in 
forcing them to settle and re¬ 
main in a particular area. 
Gypsy culture is held in lower 
regard there than in Hungary, 
Romania or the Soviet Union 
and the traditional costumes 
are hardly ever seen. 

But although Bulgaria has a 
labor shortage, gypsies are 
not readily employed. Of¬ 
ficials said they were not pro¬ 
ductive workers and resisted 
training for skilled jobs. 


Soviet gypsies, numbering 
about 175,000, are a people set 
apart. In a 1970 census, 70:8 
per cent listed Romany as 
their first language and they 
remain concentrated in their 
traditional areas of Moldavia 
and the Ukraine. 

Soviet attempts to halt their 
nomadic way of life go back 
to decrees by Stalin in 1928 
but despite the severe res trie-

tions on even local travel 
many are still itinerant 
Gypsies wearing traditional 
costumes and begging with 
babies cradled in their arms 
are a common sight in Mos¬ 
cow'. 

In eastern Europe as a 
whole, however, it is Russia 
which has the best record in 
its treatment of gypsies. Most 
fled there during the Middle 
Ages to escape the inhuman 
slavery they were subjected 
to in the Balkans after their 
migration from India. 

The British traveller and 
gypsologist, George Borrow, 
wrote in 1841 that some gyp-. 
sies in Moscow attained such 
a high place in society “that 
it may be considered a phe¬ 
nomenon in gypsy history.” 

★ ★ ★ 

The Moscow gypsies, Bor¬ 
row said, were noted for their 
fine singing and were highly 
paid to pmorm “in the halls 
of the nobility or upon the 
boards of the theatre.” 

Given the generally tough 
conditions that gypsies have 
always experienced in eastern 
Europe, it is perhaps surpris¬ 
ing that they should be so 
numerous here - - far more so 
than in the West. Ironically, 
whereas in most East Europe¬ 
an countries birthrates are 
static or in some cases declin¬ 
ing, gypsy populations are 
increasing steadily — another 
cause for official concern. 

Yugoslav gypsy poet Slobo¬ 
dan Berberski. former pres¬ 
ident of the World Romany 
Union, said: “I would es¬ 
timate that there are 15 mil¬ 
lion gypsies in Europe or 
North America. I don’t know 
whait our population growth is 
but It seems to me natural 
that any people which feels it¬ 
self threatened will try to 
propagate to save its species. 

“Our situation is not that 
different from the Slavs and 
the Jews who at one time 
were also both wandering peo¬ 
ple. Now, however, our time 
has come, like them, to settle 
down.”

Having permitted a rising 
tide of 250,000 or more illegal 
immigrants to sweep into 
Canada, the federal govern¬ 
ment is finding itself in the 
same difficulty as confronted 
King Canute.

tion at Niagara Falls out 
West, or visit Halifax, Mani¬ 
toba. 

And a lot of the time they'd 
make it through immigration, 
go “underground” in toe big 
cities, latch onto strictly ille¬ 
gally-held 5obs, and blend into 
the immigrant ghettos. 

Immigration Minister 
Andras long wanted to stop 
this nonsense, but toe bleed¬ 
ing hearts of the cabinet 
wouldn’t hear of it.

They finally listened when 
the public protest got loud 
enough to penetrate toe bu¬ 
reaucratic insulation that 
sound-proofs this off-the-beat- 
en-track national capital 
from the taxpayers in toe real 
world beyond its fat-cat 
boundaries. 

But so many illegal im¬ 
migrants had made it in by 
then and sent the good word 
home that Canada has be-

Who say* so? 


Immigration Minister 
Andras’ aides say so, while at 
the same time claiming to be 
aware of toe racket and in a 
position to counter it. 

Ron Button, an aide in toe 
office of Robert Andras, is on 
the record as contending that 
toe department is “alert to 
racket in the Caribbean and 
other places as well," but 
concedes that despite all toe 
precautions Immigration and 
Manpower co-operatively 
have taken, there has to be 
some “leakage.” 

What happens, he relates, is 
that a letter comes in from 
say. Joe Smaltz’ garage in 
Any town, Ontario, offering a 
.job to some Joe in Trinidad, 
Tobago, the Virgins, or any 
other island in the Eastern 
Caribbean, or India, Pakistan, 
or Malaysia. 

It’s on Joe Smaltz’ let¬ 
terhead, even. It could be a 
forgery printed In Port of 
Spain or Rangoon — or Joe 


Smaltz might be on the lake 
for use of his name. 

“We check it out,” reports 
Ron Button, "and if Man¬ 
power has no Canadian who 
wants and can do toe job, the 
Joe in Trinidad or wherever 
gets in to take it. 

“But if it’s a phoney, sooner 
or later we catch on. Joe 
Smaltz has a three-pump, 
two-hoist garage and in over 
a year he hires 16 guys from 
the Caribbean.

Logic Is tricky stuff. 

It is, for instance, logical to 
believ e that a room will go 
dark if you turn out the light 
but it s a totally illogical act 
if it makes you trip over a 
chair and break your leg. If 
you follow me. And it gets 
worse. 

I once went to a dictionary 
looking for the. meaning of 
logic and came across a 
school of mental gymnastics 
called “logical positivism” 
(also known to the cognoscen¬ 
ti as "logical empiricism” in 
case you were wondering). 


The lexicologists who de¬ 
fined all this took a deep 
breath and explained that it 
was “a contemporary philo- 
s o p h i c a 1 movement that 
stresses the function of philos¬ 
ophy as a method of criticiz¬ 
ing and analyzing science 
and that rejects all transcen¬ 
dental metaphysics, state¬ 
ments of facts being held to 
be meaningful only if they 
have verifiable consequences 
in experience and statements 
of logic, mathematics or phi¬ 
losophy itself, deriving their 
validity from toe rules of lan¬ 
guage.” 

His explanation points up 
another problem with logic. 
He must have thought he had 
done it logically but I don’t 
understand it and toe more I 
read it the worse it gets. 
Which brings us back to the 
merchants and the politicians. 

The reforms sought by the 
merchants were sensible. But 
it was hardly logical of them 
to appeal to a group that had 
perpetrated the idiocies in the 
first place. 


The pattern of government 
Is too set to listen to the mer¬ 
chants’ logic. And the country 
is too full of people who be¬ 
lieve in free enterprise as 
long as it doesn’t interfere 
with their chances of getting 
a government hand-out. 

Even the farmer — once the 
most independent of individu¬ 
als — now looks to govern¬ 
ment to build him a wind 
breaker of money every time 
the weather turns sour. When 
the prices of foodstuff* threa¬ 
tens to drop, the government 
props them up. 

Today that’s lpgical.

Realize that age. position, 
and occupation don't neces¬ 
sarily imply that a person’s 
behavior is right. Be ready to 
question the actions of those 
in responsible, high positions 
as quickly as you would an or¬ 
dinary individual. 

Keep in mind, always, that 
bad or irresponsible behavior 
on the part of others, doesn't 
give you the right to act as 
they do. If someone steals 
from you or others, it isn’t all 
right for you to do so. 

If someone bullies or abuses 
another weaker or more dif¬ 
fident. person, you are noi 
within your rights to join in 
the act.

Permis¬ 
sive parents, teachers, laws 
and courts are despised, often 
hated, by the very people 
they’re trying to coddle. 

The delinquent or criminal 
only respects firm authority 
which punishes strictly, im¬ 
partially and promptly. 

That abusive, neglectful 
parents, teachers, etc. have a 
damaging effect on a child is 
very true. But we need 
stricter laws, not more laxity, 
to protect the children from 
this and to protect the public 
from the disruptive, often vio¬ 
lent consequences.

The PLO, newly bound to 
Syria by an agreement on a 
joint command, w'as rejoicing 
at the setback to Kissinger, 
and contemplating a new 
wave of attrition warfare 
against Israel.

Sadat was left severely 
alone by the radical Arabs, 
notably President Hafez 
Assad of Syria who did not 
even talk to him. 

The radicals tried to build 
pressure for a chain reaction 
that would lock the Arab 
world and the Russians into a 
confrontation posture with 
Israel and the United States. 

Among other things, the 
radicals wanted a special 
Arab summit meeting right 
away; a quick calling of the 
Geneva conference, bringing 
Russia back into the diplo¬ 
matic picture; and a refusal 
to take further steps in the di¬ 
rection of settlement with 
Israel. 

In those conditions, Sadat 
used the occasion of his re¬ 
cent speech to assert a series 
of positions which worked to 
brake the force of events.

He said he would reopen the 
Suez CanaK^on June 5, the 
eighth anniversary of the Six 
Day War. 

He asserted he would volun¬ 
tarily renew the mandate of 
the United Nations force se¬ 
parating Egyptian and Israeli 
troops for a three months 
period beginning April 24. 

He came out against an 
early Arab summit, and said 
that first there should be a 
coordination among Egypt. 
Syria and the PLO on tactics 
towards Israel. 

He added that while lie ul¬ 
timately wanted to go to the 
Geneva conference, that was 
not inconsistent with continu¬ 
ing the step-by-step approach. 


Every position taken by 
Sadat tended to foreclose 
choices for, or impose debts 
upon, those who sought to 
force Egypt’s hand. 

The Syrians, given the 
Egyptian lead, are virtually 
obliged to renew the mandate 
of the UN force separating 
them from the Israelis when 
it expires on May 30. 

Tliev and the PLO leaders 
will have to come to Cairo 
and patch’ up matters with 
Sadat before they can get an 
Arab summit meeting.

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China may act to stifle 
threat to Burma by Hanoi 


By RUSSELL BRINES 

Events in Indochina are likely to bring 
new Chinese pressures on the strategically 
important country of Burma. To prevent the 
North Vietnamese from becoming a rival 
power in Asia and to keep them confined, the 
Chinese probably will try to sharpen Bur¬ 
mese communist activity. 

A nation of 30 million people, Burma has 
been the least noticed and one of the most 
troubled of the former West European colo¬ 
nies in Asia. 

•It has been plagued by a continuous guer¬ 
rilla .war, which began in 1948 and nearly 
brought the Communist Party of Burma 
(CPB-White Flags) to power. It has been in¬ 
vaded and partially occupied on several oc¬ 
casions by Chinese regular troops and by 
Kachin irregulars under Chinese control. 

Rut these and other troubles have been 
largely hidden behind a self-imposed seclu¬ 
sion which, among other consequences, has 
restricted foreign observers to short visits. 


Three upheavals in the la'sl 12 years, too 
significant to keep from the outside world, 
have demonstrated, however, the disillusion¬ 
ment spread by the attempt of a tight mili¬ 
tary dictatorship to impose a new type of so¬ 
cialism on a stubbornly independent people. 

An incident last December sent students 
and monks into the streets of Rangoon fight¬ 
ing troops, burning government buildings and 
attacking police stations. Ostensibly the dis¬ 
pute was over where to enshrine the remains 
of the late U Thant, the former United Na¬ 
tions secretary-general. In actuality, the un¬ 
armed dissidents rose tn protest against poor 
economic management by military officers 
and the loss of political and personal free¬ 
doms. 

The uprising was put down by troops after 
probably scores of casualties and thousands 
of arrests. This means the government of 
General Ne Win and the ruling Revolutionary 






Council doubtless will continue the rdense 
social tinkering which they initiated in i962. 


In essence, the junta has applied a modi¬ 
fied communist-style system to their agrar¬ 
ian country, without some of the Soviet and 
Chinese cruelties and without following the 
international communist party line. 

The country's small industries and other 
private enterprise are almost totally nation¬ 
alized. Workers and peasants are completely 
controlled, but there are no large-scale col¬ 
lective farms. Each citizen comes under per¬ 
vasive comniunist-crafted supervision, in¬ 
cluding surveillance by block revolutionary 
committees. But the Buddhist religion re¬ 
mains strong, dominant and unchallenged. 

Refusing outside private capital a¥id most 
foreign aid, particularly from the West, the 
junta attempted to build a viable economy 
on a flimsy infrastructure, and now the 
physical plant is deteriorating rapidly. 

Workers and farmers have lost the incen¬ 
tive to produce, and neither discipline nor 
exhortation has worked. Burma was once the 
“rice bowl” for its poor neighbors, but today 
it exports less than one-sixlh of Us pre- 
Seoonri World War total. 


Furthermore, the country has not 
achieved national independence through so¬ 
cialism or rigid neutrality. China continues 
to attack the socialist government secretly 
through the CPB. which it has controlled 
tightly since the early 1950s. issuing orders 
through a rump Burmese Politburo located 
in Peking. 

The Chinese have demonstrated their 
IKiwer so completely that Rangoon officials 
decide every policy with one 6jS on Pexing. 

Bordering Tibet, China, Laos, Thailand, 
and Bangladesh. Burma lies astride the in- 
vaetion routes to South Asia and Southeast 
Asia a position of major importance to 
Peking, particularly as it eyes the possibility 
of Soviet encirclement. Hence it may not be 
long before Burma becomes a renewed focus 
of Chinese attention.

So far it is not dear 
whether the rescue operation 
can succeed. But Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail 
Fahmy and American ambas¬ 
sador Herman Eilts have 
been meeting to explore pro¬ 
cedures for a resumption of 
the negotiations. 

The Israelis have expressed 
interest, and there is a feeling 
in some quarters here that 
Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin, having proved his 
manhood by saying no before, 
is now strong enough to say 
yes. 


Sadat is not hopeful. He 
tells visitors the Israelis are 
not ready for peace. 

He expects a confrontation 
around July 23 when the man¬ 
date of the UN force runs out. 
and the anniversary of the 
Suez nationalization of 1956 
comes round. 

In the meantime, there is a 
period of grace. The United 
States and Israel have until 
late July to come up with 
something good enough to in¬ 
duce Egypt to resume the 
talks. 

If Kissinger can produce 
anything, Sadat says. “I’m 
ready.”

B.C. to be prime target 


Petro-Can passes hurdle 


B.C. is going to take the 
heaviest economic buffeting 
of any region in Canada for 
the duration of the current 
recession, according to the 
latest Bank of Montreal Busi¬ 
ness Review. 

The forecast notes the prov¬ 
ince’s forest products and 
mining industries, which be¬ 
tween them account for 60 per 
< rnt of B.C.’s manufacturing 
activity, have been affected in 
the past two years by a dete¬ 


rioration in demand, especial¬ 
ly in other countries. 

Unemployment declined on 
average in B.C. in 1974, but 
with heavy lay-offs in the re¬ 
source industries this trend 
has been reversed and the un¬ 
employment rate has moved 
up to above 8 per cent. The 
highest level since October 
1970. 

“As a consequence, pros¬ 
pects for retail sales are not 
good," according to the Re¬ 
view. Although there wm a 


strong gain in retailing in 
1974, the experience in pre¬ 
vious recessions has been that 
trade became very sluggish 
as unemployment rose. 

“It appears the recovery in 
B.C. will depend heavily upon 
the timing of the upturn in the 
United States.” says ihe Re¬ 
view and although there are 
indications that the forces of 
recovery are in the wind, it is 
unlikely that a pick-up will 
come quickly enough to pre¬ 
vent B.C. from suffering a 


rather poor year in 1975. 

The Review |>oints out the 
prairies currently are benefi¬ 
ting front significantly high 
prices for farm products and , 
Alberta’s oil and gas sector is 
generating substantial in¬ 
come. Economic conditions 
have been very robust in re¬ 
cent years. 

In previous recessions the 
Prairies have tended to stand 
up very well with the excep¬ 
tion of a sluggish perform¬ 
ance in investments.

Cars still on the top

Automobiles still head the 
list of complaints made to the 
provincial consumer services 
department. Minister Phyllis 
Young told the Legislature 
Tuesday. 

“Automotive complaints far 
outnumber all others." she 
said during debate on her de¬ 
partment’s estimates. 

“They are on new cars, 
used cars, repairs and in i 
credit dealing." she added. ! 
She made no suggestions as to : 
what action the government | 
might be planning to improve j 
the situation. 

Rosemary Brown (NDP - 
Vancouver Buirardt urged i 
Ms. Young to launch what she | 
termed “class actions" I 
against major oil companies j 
in the province for false ad- j 
vertising of oil and gasoline 
qualities. 

Ms. Brown also wants Ihe 
minister to crack down on ce¬ 
real advertising “and Ihe 
whole area of food." She said 
she appreciated the fact that 
action should come from the 
federal government “but it 
won't be done; they are just 
not interested.” 

Ms. Brown also wants 
checks into building standards 
for mobile homes and the 
“built-in obsolesence fea¬ 
tures’* in manufactured 
goods. 

Garde Gardom (L. Van¬ 
couver Point Grey i told the 
minister that while he ad¬ 
mired her personally he 
couldn't see any real need for 
her department. 

He suggested consumer af¬ 
fairs could have been handled 
quite adequately by the attor¬ 
ney-general’s department and 
that the creation of a special 
deptirtment with an original 
budget of $1.2 million now 
more than doubled to $2.5 mil¬ 
lion was merely another ex¬ 
ample “of this government's 
consuming desire to increase 
the size of the cabinet." 

Gardom was sharply criti¬ 
cal of "lack of action” against 
what he termed "false gov¬ 
ernment advertising.” Quot¬ 
ing from a newspaper adver¬ 
tisement outlining the govern¬ 
ment’s program of deferred 
laxes Gardom noted "the ad¬ 
vertisement says deferred 
taxes are in effect a govern¬ 
ment loan. That's true. Tt 
goes on to say that the inter¬ 
est ts eight per cent per year. 
That is false.” 

Gardom said the advertise¬ 
ment did not warn people tak¬ 
ing advantage of deferred 
taxes that the interest was 
compounded and that "in the 
ninth or 10th year Ihe princi¬ 
ple will have doubled - - and 
that is not modest interest." 

He told the minister that if 
the government was going to 
use “pitch” advertising “at 
least let it be honest.” 

James Chabot (SC Colum¬ 
bia River) asked Ms. Young 
what she was doing about 
Budget Freezer Processors 
"who have defrauded at least 
four families in my constitu¬ 
ency." 

Chabot said the four fami¬ 
lies had paid downpayments 
for meat amounting to $250, 
$317. $111 and $498 but had 
never received any meat. 
“Even worse." he said “the 
company wound up its affairs 


and then had tlie gall ask 
these larnilios to meet the rest 
of their contractual obliga¬ 
tions." 

Chabot said that although 
he understood the company 


had now declared bankruptcy 
he wanted to make sure ' they 
haven’t started up business 
under a new name or will 
ever he allowed to start busi¬ 
ness again in this province."

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Elder tries but can’t avoid Masters’ spotlight 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (UPI) — 
Lee Elder might be the least 
impressed man in town. 

All around him, people are 
using expressions like preoe- 
dent-setting, barrier-breaking 
and history - making to de¬ 
scribe his appearance in the 
Masters Golf Tournament this 
week. 

But Elder keeps trying to 
brush it all off as merely an¬ 
other week’s work. 

Elder, the first black to 


qualify for the Masters, made 
the only diversion from his 
pre-tournament routine Tues¬ 
day afternoon to hold a news 
conference for nearly 200 re¬ 
porters who are trying to 
equate this tournament with 
everything from Jackie Ro¬ 
binson’s major-league debut 
to lunch-counter sit-ins. 

He would have none of it 

When one reporter suggest¬ 
ed that Elder was here as a 
representative of the nation’s 


entire black population, he 
made it quite clear just whom 
he was representing. 

"Lee Elder is playing for 
Lee and Rose Elder,” he said. 
‘Tm not playing for anybody 
else. I’m playing for myself.” 

No first-time player at the 
Masters ever has gotten more 
attention than Elder has in 
his first two days here this 
week. 

Even Jack Nicklaus and 
Lee Trevino have managed to 


go virtually unnoticed be¬ 
cause of all the attention paid 
to Elder’s debut, and that 
may be just the extra edge 
the superstars’ need. Usually 
at a major championship they 
face diversions at every turn 
but this week the spotlight 
and its pressure is obviously 
on somebody else. 

Elder, however, is trying to 
downplay it all. 

"The pressure that I feel 
right now is no more than the 


normal pressure of the tour¬ 
nament itself,” he says. 

“I thought that I'd feel 
more scared than I am. 
Maybe by Thursday I will 
be.” 

Tuesday, playing a practice 
round with Liang-Huan Lu of 
Taiwan and John Mahaffey, 
one of the best of the young 
touring pros, Elder shot a 
one-under-par 71. He was two 
under until he three-putted 
the 18th green for a bogey. 


Meanwhile, Nicklaus who 
was here for four days last 
week, returned in mid-after- 
noon to begin his final pre¬ 
parations in a bid for a record 
fifth Masters title. He won h& 
last two starts on the tour and 
says “my game is in a little 
better shape than it was com¬ 
ing in here the last couple of 
years.”' 

The only man to ever win 
the Masters In successive 
years (1966-66), Nicklaus has 


finished among the top 10 in 
five of his first six starts this 
year. He’s playing so good 
now that Johnny Miller, the 
top money winner last year 
and this, says “everybody’s 
forgotten about me.” ' 

“I’ll tell you one thing,” 
adds defending champion 
Gary Player. “Whoever beats 
Jack Nicklaus this week will 
win the tournament.” 

It will not require a victory 
to satisfy Elder, though. 


In 1971, he felt his victory in 
the Nigerian Open should 
have earned him a masters 
invitation, and he was not 
bashful about saying so, 
sparkling a controversy that 
did not abate until he finally 
won his way here by captur¬ 
ing a tournament last April at 
Pensacola, Fla. 

“I am happy that it’s all 
over with,” Elder said Tues¬ 
day, ‘Tm here.”

More about g ett in g your fishing tackle In order for spring 
fishing season: 

Prolonged use of morrfil ament line ■which has been fished 
many times and then allowed to dry on toe reel can produce 
a stiff, wiry character In toe line which makes it difficult to 
cast. 

If this stiffness does not relax when toe line is wet, it is 
time to replace the line. 

When water evaporates from a line that Is stored wet, 
some of toe additives which are incorporated to make toe 
line soft or limp tend to leach out. 

Normal exposure to water, either fresh or salt, does not 
affect the monofilament. However, nylon does absorb water, 
and the line become limper in the process. 

Water saturation also reduces toe breaking strength of 
toe line from 10 to 15 per cent .Well engineered premium 
line, such as Stren fluorescent monfilament, has a safety fac¬ 
tor built In to guarantee Its breaking strength when wet will 
be just above the rated pound test 

Line Twist: There are several reason why line twists. 
The spin of a lure or bait during trolling without use of a 
properly functioning swivel Is problably the most common 
cause. 

Attempting to reel in which toe drag setting Is allowing 
toe fish to pull line off the reel can result in serious twist 
problems. 

A slight twist can often be removed by trolling the line 
(with no terminal weight or tackle attached) behind a boat. 

If it so badly twisted that massive snazzles or birdnests 
occur when a cast Is made, don’t waste time trying to correct 
it. Strip off toe line and replace it. 

Fishermen sometimes blame line problems on such 
things as temperature extremes or the stress experienced In 
fighting fish. Neither of these factors will damage a good 
premium line. 

Cold water, as experienced In ice fishing, will make the 
line slightly stiffer and stronger, temporarily. However, the 
line will recover its original properties after removal from 
these conditions. 

Tests by tackle manufacturers have shown there is no 
permanent damage to the line in battling big fish. 

To check such impact resistance, the line Is repeatedly 
pulled with a quick jerk to just below its breaking points, 
then released and pulled again. 

Examinations have proved no effect on any line proper¬ 
ties as a result of this torture test 

The average fisherman should replace his line every 
year, unless he has done very Mttle fishing. The hard fisher¬ 
man who Is on toe water virtually every week, should check 
his line frequently and problably replace It more often. 

When line la stripped off toe reel along a streambank or 
beach, it should not be tossed in the water or left on shore. 
Nylon degrades very slowly, so discarded lines become a lit¬ 
ter and a nuisance around fishing grounds. Take it bak to 
camp and put It in a garbage can.

Russians top Czechs 


MUNICH, Germany (AP) — 
Russia’s hockey machine de¬ 
feated Czechoslovakia, 5-2, 
Tuesday, taking a major step 
in a bid for its 14th world am¬ 
ateur hockey title. 

In an exciting match of the 
co-favorites, highlighting the 
first round of the Group A 
tournament. Russia, the de¬ 
fending champion, outskatetf 
their rivals in the second and 
third periods displaying an 
awesome offensive assault. 

Alexander Yakushev led the 
Russians with two second- 
period goals, his sixth and 
seventh of the tournament 
and took over the lead in the 
individual goal-scoring race.

Region bargainers 
‘playing union off’ 


Capital Region municipal employers are 
trying to play one Canadian Union of Public 
Employees local off against another, CUPE 
representative Tom Smith charged Tuesday 
night 

Both sides in the long dispute are now 
probing to get a settlement, Smith said, but 
he warned employers involved with the re¬ 
gional bargaining group to bargain seriously 
and avoid playing one local off against an¬ 
other. 

"It seems to me that that’s what they’re 
doing,” Smith said. 

The union will not refuse to bargain but he 
complained that few overtures are being 
made to outside workers. 

"I hope the employers are not playing 
some sort of game,” he said. 


Victoria Mayor Peter Pollen has denied 
that overtures made to city inside workers 
indicate that they are being played off 
against outside workers who went on strike 
Jan. 27. 

CUPE Oak 6ay Local 511 president Alan 
Unwin will meet today with Mayor Brian 
Smith and the possibility of separate negotia¬ 
tions is on the agenda, following a growing 
trend by municipalities to bargain directly 
with their CUPE locals. 

Esquimalt council voted Monday night to 
withdraw entirely from the regional bargain¬ 
ing group in negotiations with its locked-out 
employees.

Sabotage 
in sewer 


system: 


Saanich’s sewer system is 
being sabotaged by a splinter 
group of the Canadian Union 
of Public Employees, Mayor 
Ed Lum said Tuesday. 

Saanich crews have found 
eight plugs jamming the sys¬ 
tem at strategic points during 
the last three weekends — 
and backing raw sewage into 
basements and bathrooms of 
hornet during the last three 
weekends, Lum said. 

Most of the plugs were wire 
cages about two feet long 
stuffed with toHet rolls, rags 
or rocks, or simply sacks full 
of rocks, which had been car¬ 
ried down manholes. One plug 
worked its way through the 
system to the Arbutus treat¬ 
ment plant, but was found be¬ 
fore it could damage the 
plant’s shredding equipment. 

The plugs were obviously 
placed by "someone who 
knows the system well," Lum 
said. 

"I have been led to believe 
from some CUPE members 
that this sort of thing was dis¬ 
cussed, but the majority 
wouldn’t go along," he said. 

Last weekend alone, 12 
homes reported backed-up 
sewage. In one home, two or 
three inches covered a recrea¬ 
tion room. 

Lum himself worked with a 
crew to remove the toughest 
plug, one on Hobbs Road. It 
took seven days to remove. 
Plugs were also stuffed into 
manholes at north Shel- 
boume, Cad boro Bay, Garnet, 
and other points where indi¬ 
vidual homes would be dam¬ 
aged. 

Lum appealed to residents 
to phone police if any persons 
are seen loitering around 
manholes.

Snowy Prairies 
get another blast 


Canadian Prast 

Weather advisories re¬ 
mained in effect for southern 
and central Alberta and 
southern Saskatchewan Tues¬ 
day aa a spring snowstorm 
dumped up to seven inches of 
snow, creating treacherous 
highway conditions, cutting 
power to several Saskatche¬ 
wan communities, and forcing 
the closure of some schools. 

A spokesman at the Regina 
weather office said, however, 
that the storm was expected

snowflurries expected today. 

He repeated a warning 
issued earlier by the weather 
office that road conditions 
were treacherous and caution 
was required by motorists. 

"Temperatures are holding 
just, below freezing across 
southern Saskatchewan, and 
will continue to do so tomor¬ 
row." he said.

$8,000. The consumer price 
index should be used rather 
than the wage index. 

Broadbent saad Government 
House Leader Mitchell Sharp 
had made a new proposal to 
ge<t NDP support. But he 
would not give any details. 

A government spokesman 


said it was possible any new 
plans might have been 
shelved as inter-party discus¬ 
sions continued. 

MacGuigan defended the 
use of the wage index, saying 
it allows reflection of a pro¬ 
ductivity increase but the con¬ 
sumer price index CPI does 
not. 

Use of the wage index 
the result of all the negotia- 
tions across the country, tak¬ 
ing only the same increases 
means MPs would "abide by 
as the average of all our con- 
stituents receive,” Mac¬ 
Guigan Windsor - Walkerville 
said. 

The 33 1-3 per cent proposal 
could be shown to be sensible 
by applying the wage index to 
the $24,000 total MPs voted 
themselves effective October, 
1970, the time of their last 
increase.

Quiet neighborhood 4 was like a battlefield’

"Okay, ypu guys, gel back, gel back." a 
desperate voice shouted at police officers 
from inside the house. 

"He’s got a little girl hostage." a police¬ 
man informed his colleagues. 

"I’m going to phone you. do you hear?" 
another officer yelled in the direction of the 
house at 1116 Leonard. 

Inside, Mrs. Diane Smith. 26, and her 
three-year-old daughter Emily were being 
held at gunpoint. 

The normally quiet residential Fairfield 
neighborhood looked more like a battlefield 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Police cars had blocked most of the adjoin¬ 
ing streets. 

Policemen, both in uniform and civilian 
clothes, were crouching behind trees, walls, 
house corners, and parked cars, their guns 
trained on the house. 

At this point, the massive police hunt was 
about two hours old. 

An estimated 50 policemen from the Vic¬ 
toria. Saanich. Esquimau, and RCMP forces 
in numerous cars, vans and two helicopters 
were involved in the operation. 

Constable Douglas Richardson of the Vic¬ 
toria police force telephoned from a house 
across the street and several minutes later,

all policemen who had surrounded the house 
were ordered to withdraw. 

"Get back to the next corner," they were 
told by one of the officers, and slowly, they 
retreated under the cover of trefes and cars. 

Meanwhile, police ordered a crowd of sev¬ 
eral hundred spectators to get further back. 

Suddenly, all was quiet. The only ones left 
near the house were a Colonist reporter and 
photographer who had escaped the sharp eye 
of the police and were hiding in a doorway, 
just across the street from the house. 

The front door slowly ojiened and a man 
emerged, wearing a dark hat, an Indian 
blanket draped around himself, Mrs. Smith 
and the baby girl. 


The group crossed the street, walking slow¬ 
ly toward a parked car — a green Austin. 

Mts. Smith and her daughter slapped into 
the car from the driver’s side and the man 
followed, taking command of the steering 
wheel. 

The car screened away and the entire 
area exploded into a scene of hectic activity. 

Policemen jumped into cars and onto 
motorcycles, giving chase. 

The crowd milled around, talking excited¬ 
ly. 

All this had happened in a normally quiet 
part of Victoria.

Cain hustled into police station 


Nervous mother sat 
with rifle in her lap

When Cyn-Dee Nelson woke 
her mother up Tuesday morn¬ 
ing screaming that there were 
"police all over the place," 
she was told she had been 
watching too much television. 

But when mother Bea Nel¬ 
son looked out her window 
and saw police with rifles 
jiointed at her house, she rea¬ 
lized her daughter was right. 

Ms. Nelson and her 7year- 
oltl daughter live In a ground 
floor suite, one floor below the 
residence of Diane Smith, who 
at that time was being kept a 
prisoner by a gunman. 

As police cordoned off 1 LIB 


l-eonard. where the gunman 
was holding Mrs. Smith and 
her children hostage, they 
took Ms. Nelson and her 
daughter out of their suite 
while it was searched. 

Later, while the gunman 
was still in the Smith resi¬ 
dence. Ms. Nelson and Cyn- 
Dee were allowed to return, 
where they sat on a couch lis¬ 
tening to the . man shouting 
and breaking windows tip- 
stairs. 

"He sounded like he was 
nuts, and then he'd break 
some more windows every 
w indow I looked out there was 
rifles pointing in it was 
scary, I tell you." 


After returning to her suite, 
Ms. Nelson loaded her rifle 
and cradled it across her lap 
as she heard, through the 
heating vents, the drama 
being played out above her. 

"The rifle was loaded with 
more than one bullet and I 
would have used it too 
when you’re on your own, you 
need it to protect yourself 
especially with nuts like that 
around. 

"I was in here the whole 
bloody time. At least they 
could have left a cop with 
me." she complained. 

"My nerves .just shook — 
there sure are a lot of broken 
windows up there." 


Cabbie ‘stopped and bailed out’ 


Ron Colbert, had heard 
Greater Victoria police had a 
big manhunt on when he 
picked up.*, fare at about 4 :30 
Tuesday a I te moon at 703 Es¬ 
quimau but he didn’t connect 
his young, long-haired cus¬ 
tomer with the dramatic af¬ 
fair. 

He also didn't think any 
more about them when his 
fare, sitting beside him, kept 
giving him conflicting instruc¬ 
tions on the route. 

"I said make up your mind 
where you want to go," said

Colbert. 62, of 3305 Lind wood. 

"Then I was coming down 
Raynor and I saw the gun . . . 
then I saw the police at the 
bottom (at Craigfloweri. He 
pulled the gun and had it in 
his lap about a foot away 
from me and he said there 
was police down there. 

"1 said where, I didn't see 
any around. He told me to 
drive around them and I said 
I couldn't. I figured well, I 
couldn’t just sit there and I 
was taking a chance one way 
or the other. 

"So I stopped and hailed 


out. 1 ducked around behind 
the rear bumper. The police 
didn’t seem to have any trou¬ 
ble arresting him." 

After picking up his fare at 
an apartment building, Col¬ 
bert was given an address on 
Alderman and travelled on 
Esquimau and Mary to Skin¬ 
ner. The cab would then have 
gone along Craigflower to Al¬ 
derman but a couple of turns 
were ordered and it wound up 
on Raynor. 

It was travelling through an 
area which had been 
thoroughly searched by 


dozens of policeman since the 
manhunt-target was last re¬ 
ported near Victoria West 
Park at about 1:25 p.m. And 
the same massive force was 
still scouring the area, check¬ 
ing cabs among its many 
duties. 

Daniel Hopkins. 333 Raynor, 
one of the neighborhood chil¬ 
dren who saw the last mo- 
ments^bf the chase, said he 
saw three police cars behind 
the cab as it moved slowly 
down Raynor.

Rehash of old ideas 
at cost of $34,500

The Capital Region's secret 
hospital planning report is a 
$34,500 rehash of previous stu¬ 
dies. 

It recommends construction 
of a new Victoria General in 
•lie McKenzie - Trans - Canada 
Highway area, and the gradu¬ 
al phasing out of "antiquat¬ 
ed” Victoria General. 

And the new hospital should 
be built "as soon as possible, 
meaning immediately," to re¬ 
lieve pressure on other hospi¬ 
tals, says Ihe report, prepared 
by Ronald McQueen of 
Agnew, Peckham and As¬ 
sociates of Toronto. 

The recommendations for 
Alleviating Greater Victoria's 
chronic hospital bed shortage 
are similar to those in an¬ 
other Agnew, Peckham report 
commissioned by the region 
in 1968. 

The latest report predicts 
the region's current bed short¬ 
age of 125 will increase to 276 
in 1981 and 369 in L986. To 
take up the slack, a' 400-beri 
hospital, with i>ossibil»tics for 
600 beds, should he built west 
of Douglas. 

The present Victoria (lener- 


al would he extensively reno¬ 
vated and reduced to 200 
beds, about half its present 
capacity, and operated in con¬ 
junction with the new hospi¬ 
tal. McQueen warned that the 
hospital must not continue to 
operate at its current size. 
"The buildings must he total¬ 
ly updated ... or totally re¬ 
placed.” 

Moves should be made im¬ 
mediately lo include repre¬ 
sentatives of Saanich and the 
western community (Sooke- 
Colwood- l^angford-Metchosin l 
*n Victoria General Hospital's 
lioard and to obtain a site. 
20 to 30 acres, for the new 
hospital. McQueen suggested. 

Victoria General, former St. 
Joseph’s would remain as a 
community hospital for the 
downtown area with "first- 
class accommodation" and 
ambulatory care services. 

The new and old hospitals 
could eventually be complete¬ 
ly merged on the new site, 
McQueen added. 

McQueen stressed that the 
two hospitals must be operat¬ 
ed by the same board and 
with the same medical staff, 
because the old Victoria Gen¬ 
eral could not provide a quali¬ 


ty range of services on its 
own if reduced to 200 beds. 

The regional hospital plan¬ 
ning commission has refused 
to release the latest report to 
the public for reasons rang¬ 
ing from: "It would serve no 
useful purpose,” to "we need 
more time to study it." 

Various hospital planning 
committees have been com¬ 
missioning major regional 
studies since 1964.

Speech therapists end

Gati’s job at stake in fight?

Victoria Symphony Society 
directors will decide the fu¬ 
ture of colorful conductor 
Laszlo Gati at a meeting 
April 17. 

But the apparent move by 
some directors to ensure that 
Gati goes after his contract 
expires June 1976 has been 
met by a strong pro-Gati 
lobby among members. 

The lobby is headed by Ni¬ 
kola Pavelic, of 577 Ardmore 
Drive, on behalf of the Peti¬ 
tioner's Committee, a group 
of 99 symphony members who 
tried last year to hold a gen¬ 
eral membership meeting to 
air the controversy that has 
plagued the society. 

Pavelic has sent a letter to 
the society’s rftore than 1,000 
members urging them to fill 
nut a ballot and tell the direc¬ 
tors whether they think Gati 
should remain conductor or 
not. 

The letter claims that "Miss 
Ronahan (society president) 
and her supporters on the 
board are now planning to 
terminate Mr. Gati’s contracf 
with the society and to re¬ 
place him with another con¬ 
ductor without g4ving the soci¬ 
ety’s members the opportuni¬ 
ty to express their opinion." 

What also irks Pavelic's 
group is that the April 17 
meeting will be closed and 
that voting on Gati’s continu¬ 


ance will be by simple major¬ 
ity and by secret ballot 

"It was determined that the 
decision Would be by secret 
ballot, thus avoiding the 
necessity hf individual board 
members having to declare 
themselves on a recorded 
vote." 

However, board members 
contacted Tuesday main¬ 
tained the vote on Gati's con¬ 
tract was merely a routine 
matter. 

If they decided to dismiss 


Gati, 14 months’ notice would 
have to be given, and tills was 
why the special meeting was 
called before the next regular 
board meeting. 

President Miss Madge Ron¬ 
ahan said a letter from the 
board would be sent to 
members in the near future. 

But she refused to elaborate 
on the controversy. Was the 
symphony In financial trou¬ 
ble? "Isn’t every symphony?” 
she replied. 


Gati said he would likely 
have a statement to make 
within a few days. 

Eight-years with the orches¬ 
tra, Gati said it looked as 
though there was a move 
afoot to dislodge him but "1 
don't know exactly what it's 
all about." 

He said he has never been 
"openly criticized" by the 
board and the symphony 
music was going better than 
ever.

Combined rhubarb, raisins, 
orange peel and sections with 
sugar and let stand several 


hours or overnight in a cool 
place. Add strawberries and 
bning skaviy to a boil, stir¬ 
ring occasionally until sugar 
dissolves. Cook rapidly until 
thick, about 25 minutes. 

As mixture thickens, stir 
frequently to prevent sticking. 
Add nuts the last five minutes 
of cooking. Pour hot, into hot 
jars. Adjust cups. Process 10 
to 15 minutes. Yields about 
eight half pints. 

RHUBARB JAM 
3 cups strawberries 


3 cups diced rhubarb 

6 cupe sugar 

Mash strawberries. Cut rhu¬ 
barb into tt-inch pieces. Com¬ 
bine and mix. Add 4 cups 
sugar; bring to a rolling boil 
for four minutes. 

Add two cups sugar and boil 
four minutes. Pour into hot 
jars. Adjust lids at once and 
process in boiling water bath 
at 212 degrees F. for five min¬ 
utes. Remove from canner 
and complete seals unless clo¬ 
sures are self-sealing type. 
Makes 2Vi pints.

Through his press agent I managed 
to get an interview with Burt in his 
ranch house overlooking Capitol Hill.

“Oh, I’ve been offered lots of report¬ 
ing jobs, but they’re all junk — bank 
robberies, embezzlements, espionage 
trials and even a war or. two. But I’m 
not about to rush into anything. I have 
to think of my future.”

“Mi’. Brillo, there was a rumor that 
Omar Sharif was going to play you in 
the movies. How do you feel about 
that?’’ 

“Omar tried to buy the story, hut I 
don't think he’d be right for it. I told 


the producers if they could get A1 Pa¬ 
cino or Steve McQueen, I would be in¬ 
terested. I don’t want to make the error 
Woodward and Bernstein dii by having 
two nobodies like Robert Redford and 
Dustin Hoffman portray them. Most po¬ 
lice reporters make the mistake of gell¬ 
ing their stories without casting approv¬ 
al.” 

“What’s the toughest thing about 
being a successful newspaperman?” 1 
asked. 

“The lack of privacy. I can’t go out 
to the store without being mobbed by 
my fans. Of course, they’re the people 
who made me and I shouldn’t complain, 
but sometimes I wish I was back to 
being just plain Burt Brillo again, cov¬ 
ering the police beat on the lobster 
shift. ” 

“I guess you're bothered by a lot of 
female admirers, too.” 

“What investigative reporter isn’t? 
But after a while the thrill wear* off 
and you wish you could find someone 
who would love you for yourself and not 
,iust because you’re the author of the 
Taco Hut story.”

Four male representative* in the 
Iowa legislature have introduced a bill 
that would allow married couples to use 
either the husband’s or the wife’s sur¬ 
name, or a combination of both, for 
legal purposes. 

A wife could retain her maiden 
name, if she chose, or a husband could 
adopt h» wife’s name, if he preferred/ 
It to hie. Perhaps the upper-class Brit¬ 
ish custom of hyphenating family 
names might come into use. like the 
Sackville-Wests at literary fame. 

The only case I knew of in which a 
husband and wife combined names was 
that of Raymond Swing, the excellent 
radio commentator of a few decades 
ago. 

When he married Betty Gram, he 
changed his name to Raymond Gram 
Swing, and Mas thus known during his 
long professional career. (Alas, they 
were divorced after 20 years or so, and 
he reverted to plain "Raymond Swing,” 


which somehow lacked the former ring 
of authority.) 

Actually, at the beginning of history, 
there were no family names, only clan 
names. After the fall of the Roman Em¬ 
pire, clan names fell into disuse, and 
the modern kind of family names did 
not arise until the 12th centuiy, when 
Italian aristocrats began to make use of 
them. (William the Conqueror had no 
family name, and he was not ashamed 
to call himself “William the Bastard.”) 

Our name problem doesn’t exist in 
Latin countries, where they often com¬ 
bine the paternal and maternal family 
names—such as Jose Ortega y Gasset, 
the finest Spanish writer of our time. In 
this way, the maternal line is carried 
along through marriage, and not lost, if 
there happen to be no sons to carry it 
on. 

The real stickler we would face in 
removing the domination of male sur¬ 
names in marriage, and giving the 
wife’s name equal billing, is with our 


unprecedentedly high divorce rate, 
Names have value and meaning only in 
a stable social order, where people get 
married and stay married. 

With our high divorce rate, chaos 
and consternation would shake our 
whole legal, fiscal, and parental worlds 
if couples had to uncouple joint names 
every few years. 

Children already bear enough of a 
burden when their parents divorce and 
remarry; under the Iowa free-for-all 
system, it would be hard to keep track 
of anybody without a scorecard. 

It is not far-fetched to imagine that 
in the discernible future our only true 
legal identity will reside in a govern¬ 
ment-given number, which will be per¬ 
manent and irrevocable; and that all 
other names will be considered as nick¬ 
names or pet names or diminutives. 

When a number takes another 
number to be his lawfully wedded wife, 
divorce may part the couple, but only 
death will do away with the number.

The average player has 
lew than one-tenth of the 
problems suffered by top 
players in rinding out about 
aces. The less sophisticated 
the system used, the more 
clear is the meaning of a bid 
of four no-trump. It s Black¬ 
wood - how many aces do 
you have and that’s it. 

Unfortunately, as systems 
become more complex, ace¬ 
asking procedures are right 
in step and the chance for 
miiunderstnadings are 
multiplied. Today's hand is a 
typical example. It was play¬ 
ed in the Far Eastern Cham¬ 
pionships and a New Zealand 
pair reached a grand slam 
missing a key ace. For¬ 
tunately for declarer (Tony 
Thompson), the defense also 
had a misunderstanding and 
the inelegant grand slam was 
scored. 

North could have avetyad 
(he misunderstandings' by 
choosing an opening of one 
no-trump or even one club. 
However, he started with one 
spade and showed his 
strength by jumping to three 
no-trump over two diamonds. 

Over tne jump rebid in no- 
trump South had a problem. 
His long diamond suit gave 
him good reason to want to 
play slam but he had to Find 
nut about aces. In auctions of 
this sort, experienced players 
find difficulty because four 
no-trump can be either 
Blackwood or an invitational 
raise in no-trump. An agree¬ 
ment must be reached and 
most use four clubs (Gerber) 
to ask for aces. 

The pair had no agreement 
and South was Blackwooding 
while North wasn’t sure. 
North tried passing the buck 
with a bid of five no-trump 
and it w*s South's turn to 
guess. He guessed seven dia¬ 
monds. 

East doubled hoping to 
steer West into leading dum¬ 
my's first bid suit, but West 
had his own problems and led 
a trump. Declarer won and 
took a winning club finesse 
He returned to his hand with 
a trump to repeat the club 
finesse and a spade was dis¬ 
carded on the club ace. When 
the club king failed to drop, 
the spade king was led 
through Eart's marked ace

Two Social Credit MLAx 
failed Tuesday in an attempt 
to get more information on 
the rumored firing of John 
Trask as assistant general 
manager of the B.C. Railway.

New budget planned 
as jobless rate climbs 


OTTAWA (UPI) - - Finance 
Minister John Turner, faced 
with a 7.2 per cent unemploy¬ 
ment rate and spiralling infla¬ 
tion, Tuesday announced he 
would bring down another 
budget before the end of May. 

Statistics Canada reported 
Tuesday unemployment in 
March had climbed another 
0.4 per cent to 7.2 per cent in 
March the highest since July, 
1961. 

Only B.C. and Manitoba re¬ 
corded a drop in unemploy¬ 
ment from the February fig¬ 
ure B.C. to 8.4 per cent 
from 8.5 and Manitoba to 3.9 
from 4.1. 

The statistics bureau Fri¬ 
day will release consumer 
price index figures for March 
which are not expected to 
show' an easing in the infla¬ 
tion rate. 

Turner told the House of 
Commons he w<xild be draw¬ 
ing up a new economic 
growth forecast to replace the 
a 1 ready-outdated one m his 
November, 1974 budget. 

He said the new budget 
would be written "as early as 
I can . . . before the end of 
May.” - 

The minister said, however, 
a number of factors had to be 
weighed before he could draw 
up a new forecast. 

These included ‘‘the con¬ 
tinuing character of the mix 
between the U.S. tax and en¬ 
ergy policies,” the results of 
the federal-provincial energy 
conference opening today, and 
the effects of prices and in¬ 
comes discussions between 


the federal government and 
business and labor groups. 

Turner said also he would ; 
include in his forecast an 
assessment of the world oil 
price and supply situation 
which he will be able to make 
following his trip to the Mid¬ 
dle East next week. 

Turner said his new budget 
will deal with the govern¬ 
ment’s effort to arrive at a 
consensus on wage and in¬ 
come restraints. However, he 
will make public a progress 
report on the talks during the 
federal-provincial meeting 
later this week. 

The new budget will have 1o 
deal with the twin problems 
of high unemployment and In¬ 
flation, Turner told opposition 


finance critic Sinclair Ste¬ 
vens. 

Despite the fact there are 
now 840,000 unemployed Cana¬ 
dians, Turner said there had 
been a 2.5 per cent increase in 
the number of new jobs creat¬ 
ed on a year by year basis. 

He blamed the hike in the 
jobless rate, in part, on a 4.9 
per cent increase in the size 
of the labor force. 

March statistics showed un¬ 
employment for young per¬ 
sons between 14 and 24 moved 
up from 12.1 per cent to 12.7 
per cent. For men over 25, it 
was up from 5.2 per cent to 
5.4 per cent and for women 
over 25 years it was up from 
4.1 per cent to 4.6 per cent. 


Housing starts drop 
by half over a year 


OTTAWA <CP» Opposi¬ 
tion housing critics demanded 
Tuesday that the government 
take further steps to deal with 
the housing slump. 

They were reacting to Cen¬ 
tral Mongage and Housing 
Corp. figures showing that 
housing production in March 
was about half what it was 
last year at the same time. 

A CMHC official said the 
low production rale raises 
questions about chances of 
reaching tf\e government’s 
minimum target of 210,000 
starts this year. 


letter Tuesday. Finance 
Minister John Turner told the 
Commons he will introduce a 
new budget in May. Along 
with low housing production, 
unemployment is at 7.2 per 
cent. 

John Gilbert, housing critic 
for the New Democratic 
Party, said the CMHC figures 
indicate the “failure of the 
government programs to cope 
with tlhe housing crisis.”

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'So scared he cried 


7-hour chase, 
hostages safe

A quiet two-week search tor a young William 
Head fugitive was transformed Tuesday into a seven- 
hour Greater Victoria drama with a car chase, 
exchange of gunfire, abduction of hostages, massive 
manhunt — and a happy ending. 

A mother and her young 
daugher were severly shaken 
and many others were in 
danger but only one person 
received as much as minor in¬ 
juries in a harrowing day for 
more than 50 Victoria, Saan¬ 
ich, Oak Bay and Esquimau 
policemen and RCMP as well 
as numerous.civilians. 

As the day ended, Victoria 
police were studying possible 
abduction and robbery 
charges against Daniel Brad¬ 
ley Cain, 19, who will appear 
this morning in Victoria Pro¬ 
vincial Court on a Colwood 
RCMP charge of escape and 
being unlawfully at large. 

At the same time. 27-year- 
old Mrs. Diane Smith of 1116 
Leonard in the Fairfield area 
and her daugher Emily. 3. 
was recovering from the most 
danger-filled part of the day. 

And taxi driver Ron Colbert. 

62, of 3305 Linwood. had gone 
back to routine work. 

, It was in Colbert’s Blue 
Bird taxi that Cain was 
arrested about 4:45 p.m. at 
the foot of Raynor in Victoria 
West — only minutes after 
Victoria detective Constable 
Douglas Richardson had 
issued an emotion-packed ap¬ 
peal to Cain to give himself 
up.

There are some things it’s 
better that a, three-year-old 
girl doesn’t understand. ^ 

And one of these is being 
taken for a ride with mother 
by a wild, scared, gun-toting 
Individual who bursts into the 
house while you’re playing 
with your toys and starts yell¬ 
ing ami smashing windows. 

But that’s what hapi>ened 
Tuesday to Emily Smith, a 
etit?. red-haired, blue-eyed 
bundle of a girl, and her 
mother, Mrs. Diane Smith. 27, 
of 1116 Leonard. 

But both Mrs. Smith and 
her husband, Robert, a pro¬ 
vincial government clerk, 
said after the ordeal that 
Emily — who sat on her des- 
l>erate abductor’s lap during 
part of a wild car chase 
across Victoria — remained 
unaffected by the incident. 

“No, she didn’t really know 
what was happening,’’ said a 
tired, hungry but otherwise

unharmed Mrs. Smith as she 
prepared to eat a well-earned 
supper. 

Shortly after 11 a.m. Emily . 
was playing with her toys and 
Mrs. Smith was doing ’her 
washing when she heard 
sirens and a rumpus outside. 

“1 thought it was a fire, I 
heard sirens," she told the 
Colonist. 

Just then> a wild-looking 
young man toting a gun burst 
into the Smiths' kitchen and 
took mother and daughter 
hostage’ yelling to police out¬ 
side he’d kill both if need be. 

Sadie, the Smiths’ four- 
year-old part-collie was so 
scared she rushed underneat 
the livingroom couch. 

Mrs. Smith said, sure, she 
herself was scared but so was 


the intruder who "started to 
cry in the kitchen he was so 
scared ... he didn’t know 
what to do." 

In his frustration at seeing 
police guns pointed at every 
window, he became angry and 
started smashing pane after 
pane of glass — and ordered 
Mrs. Smith and Emily up¬ 
stairs with him. 

. Mrs. Smith said she thought 
the police crowded too closely 
around the house, terrifying 
the desperate Intruder still 
further. 

“I think they should have 
backed off a bit more," she 
said. 

Mrs. Smith said her main 
concern was “trying to be on 
his side because I didn’t want 
to get hurt; I. didn’t want 
Emily to get hurt.”

She said the man appeared 
to be "a nice sort of guy" al¬ 
though scared into despera¬ 
tion. 

He said he was thirsty and 
Mrs. Smith — who didn’t real¬ 
ize her mistake till afterwards 
— offered him some Southern 
Comfort. 

He drank a fifth of a bottle, 
Smith said. 

And Mrs. Smith said she 
made her second mistake 
when she told the intruder 
about her car, a 1968 Austin 
1100 . 

The result was that shortly 
after noon Mrs. Smith and 
Emily were bundled into the 
small, dark green car — and 
a nightmare chase across 
town began. 

With police cars in its rear 
mirror, the little Austin, 
pushed on by • its driver, 
swerved all over the road and 
Mrs. Smith feared for her life 
in what she described as the

One sentence in the appeal 
gave much of the background 
to a day unrivalled in tension 
in Victoria since a late-Sep- 
tember day in 1970 when an¬ 
other young man robbed a 
bank, shot two Victoria police¬ 
men, and took hostages on 
his way up the Saanich penin¬ 
sula and on to the U.S. by 
boat. 

Said Richardson: "I want 
you to know, Danny, since 
you left William Head we've 
talked to most of .your friends 
and your family and we all 
agree: turn yourself in and 
we’ll have medical treatment 
for you.” 

Cain was sentenced late in 
1974 in Victoria to two years 
for break-ins and thefts and 
was due for release in 1976. 
But on the night of March 22, 
police said, he left, the Wil¬ 
liam Head institution in Met- 
chosin. 

Staff-Sgt. Angus Stewart, 
acting head of the Victoria 
police detective division, said 
Tuesday Cain was known as a 
drugs user before his sen¬ 
tence. Other sources said po¬ 
lice had been seeking Cain for 
questioning about some of 11 
small-business holdups in Vic¬ 
toria and Saanich since 
March 22. 

At 10 a.m. Tuesday, Oak 
Bay Constable Robert Faith 
was off duty and shopping in 
Gordon’s Sporting Goods, 1030 
Hillside, when he saw a youth 
who looked like Cain buying a 
box of shotgun shells. 

Faith followed the youth, 
saw him get into a car parked 
nearby and got the licence 
number. He wasn’t able to get 
to his own car to follow but 
immediately phoned the 
number to Victoria head¬ 
quarters. 

The car had been stolen 
Monday night in Esquimalt. 
not far from the Victoria West 
area where the suspect was 
arrested. 

At about 10:55 a.m., Vic¬ 
toria Constables Peter Talavs 
and Rick Mitchell saw the car 
going south on Douglas near 
Bay. A chase at speeds of up 
to 65 miles an hour began on

More than a thousand Brit¬ 
ish Columbians have offered 
homes to Vietnam war or¬ 
phans, but so far there are 
no adoption offers for 150 han¬ 
dicapped B.C. children. 

Human Resources Minister 
Norman Levi made that an¬ 
nouncement Tuesday as he 
pledged to continue to extend 
assistance but appealed for a 
cooling down of emotions. 

Levi said it must always be 
remembered that “children 
are part of a family unit and 
only as a very last resort 
should they be removed from 
that family.” 

Levi reminded British Co¬ 
lumbians that while their re¬ 
sponse to the plight of In¬ 
dochinese war victims had 
been overwhelming “there 
are still 150 B.C. children, 
many of whom have severe 
handicaps, who are available 
far adoption by parents who 
feel they can cope with the 
extremely arduous task of 
raising • these special chil¬ 
dren.” 

The minister said it was his 
hope that of the hundreds of 
families now offering homes 
to help children from over¬

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Senator Henry Jackson, 
Washington Democrat, said 
Tuesday that there were "se¬ 


cret agreements" between the 
United States and South Viet¬ 
nam which had been hidden 
from Congress and — until

recently — from President 
Ford. 

Jackson said the agree¬ 
ments "envision fateful Amer¬ 
ican decisions,” but did not 
disclose what they entailed. 
.Nor did he accept a challenge 
to make his knowledge avail¬ 
able to the Senate. 

"I know of no secret agree¬ 
ments," said Senate Demo¬ 
cratic leader Mike Mansfield. 
"Every time we met with Mr. 
Kissinger after one of his 
visits and journeys overseas, 
that question was asked, and 
the answer always was no.” 

He said if there was sub¬ 
stantial evidence of secret 
agreements, "I would expect 
the appropriate committees to 
look into the breaches of faith 
and trust.” 

In a Senate speech, Jackson 
said, "I have it on the best of 
information, the best authori¬ 
ty, that secret agreements 
were reached” in connection 
with the Paris peace accords 
on Vietnam. 

As for Ford, Jackson said, 
"I think he has only recently 
found out about these ac¬ 
cords.” 

White House Press Secre¬ 
tary Ron Nessen had no im¬ 
mediate comment on Jack¬ 
son’s charges and deputy 
press secretary John Hushen 
said later in the day "Our 
position is that we have noth¬ 
ing to say.” 

Jackson, an announced can¬ 


didate for the Democratic 
presidential nomination, said 
that while Ford had hinted 
Congress reneged on its com¬ 
mitments to South Vietnam, 
"the fact is that Congress is 
being accused of violating 
commitments and obligations 
it never heard of.” 

Jackson also said "obses¬ 
sive secrecy” mailed the 
SALT I negotiations, to the 
point where not even then de¬ 
fence secretary Melvin Laird 
and then secretary of state 
William Rogers were in¬ 
formed about two accords. 

And Jackson said "crucial 
Soviet-American communica¬ 
tions” bearing on the trade 
bill had still not been dis¬ 
closed to Congress. 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
The presence of four trace el¬ 
ements in human blood can 
be measured to incficate the 
presence of cancer. Universi¬ 
ty of Rhode Island re¬ 
searchers said Tuesday. 

Blood tests of 16 patients 
with diagnosed cases of ad¬ 
vanced cancer showed abnor¬ 
mal levels of copper, cesium, 
cadmium and cobalt, re¬ 
searcher Dianne Zdankiewicz 
said in a paper prepared for 
the American Chemical Soci¬ 
ety’s national meeting. 

The copper level was found 
to be 60 per cent higher and 
cadmium 28 per cent higher 
than in a group of healthy 
subjects. 

"Copper and cadmium are 
considered essential for 
human health. Perhaps be¬ 
cause cancer is an uncon¬ 


trolled growth.the body ab¬ 
sorbs more of these elements 
to support the growth,” Ms. 
Zdankiewicz said. 

Her research with Earl 
Stromberg and Dr. James 
Fasching of the university’s 
department of chemistry 
showed levels of cobalt and 
cesium were down about 25 
per cent in the blood of 
cancer patients. 

The researchers said they 
believed variations of trace 
elements in blood could be 
used for diagnosis and clinical 
purposes, perhaps to follow 
the progress of chemotherapy 
in cancer patients. 

“There have never been ac¬ 
curate blood tests for trace el¬ 
ements before. Only in the 
past two or three years have 
we had the techniques to mea¬ 
sure such minute amounts.”

SAN DIEGO (UPI) - Cath¬ 
olics who publicly admit 
membership in the National 
Organization for Women, or 
any group that advocates 
abortion, will be refused com¬ 
munion in a four-county area 
of southern California, the 
bishop of the San Diego dio¬ 
cese has warned. 

"No person who claims and 
professes views that are con¬ 
trary to the teachings of the 
church can claim to be a 
practising Catholic, nor are 
they to be admitted to die 
sacraments,” says a letter by 
Most Rev. Leo Maher. The 
letter has been sent to all 
parish priests in the diocese, 
who are required to read it to 
their congregations this Sun¬ 
day. 

The diocese covers San 
Diego, Riverside, San Bernar¬ 
dino and Imperial Counties. 
The bishop singled out N.O.W. 
for its "shameless agitation” 
on behalf of abortion, and 
said its members were guilty 
of "a serious moral crime.” 

"The issue at stake is not 
only what we do to our unborn 
children but what we do to 
ourselves by permitting them 
to be killed,” the bishop 
wrote. 


Since 1920, a three-nation 
consortium led by Britain has 
ripped the heart out of Ocean 
Island in its quest for the min¬ 
eral deposits, paying the Ban- 
abans a royalty. 

The islanders are suing Bri¬ 
tain for a total of $53 million, 
claiming that the royalty was 
too low for half a century. 
They are demanding that the 
miners make their island li¬ 
veable again. 

"The worked-out areas look 
not unlike the moon,” said at¬ 
torney John Macdonald, hand¬ 
ing photographs to the high 
#ourt ; judge hearing the two 
suits. 

Macdonald said the suits 
were designed "to right the 
wrongs of 50 years.” One of 
those wrongs, he said, was to 
move the Banabans to an is¬ 
land 1,600 miles away. 

"The banabans have never 
given up their homeland,” 
Macdonald said. 

"They agreed to live on 
Rabi (the island in the Fiji 
group where they were reset¬ 
tled)) only because a solemn t 
underaking was given by Her 
Majesty’s government that 
they would be able to go back 
to Ocean Island and not lose 
any of their rights as land 
owners.” 

Now the Banabans want to 
go home and set up a fishing 
industry, Macdonald said.

NANAIMO - The Port of 
Nanaimo made $144,600 on 
total revenues of $1.7 million 
in 1974, the Nanaimo Harbor 
Commission reported Tues¬ 
day. 

This compares with total 
revenues of $1.1 million and 
an excess of revenue over ex¬ 
penditures of $116,900 in 1973. 
However, the increased reve¬ 
nues in 1974 were on less ex¬ 
port tonnage; the port export¬ 
ed 951,000 tons last year, com¬ 
pared with over one million 
tons in 1973. 

During 1974. 196 deep-sea 
vessels entered the port to 
load or discharge cargoes, to 
enter or clear customs or to 
anchor awaiting berthage in 
other ports. 

The largest export was 317.4 
million board feet of lumber, 
followed by 27.7 million board 
feet of logs. 

The port recently received 
provincial government sup¬ 
port for development of Duke 
Point as a major forest prod¬ 
ucts terminal. The province 
gave the harbor commission 
permission to use 30 acres of 
crown harbor bed, and negoti¬ 
ations are going on to acquire 
another 65 acres of land. 

The new port, which could 
cost $26 million, will be able 
to accommodate ships of up 
to 60,000 tons deadweight, 
more than twice the size of 
vessels which can enter the 
existing berths in the inner 
harbor, the commission said.

4, a 1942 Ford fire truck from 
MacMillan Bloedel’s former 
Sproat Lake division, has 
been given to Sproat Lake’s 
volunteer fire, department. 

The keys were handed over 
recently by Mack Moore, 
Manager, central services 
(formerly Sproat) to Sproat 
Lake’s volunteer Fire Chief 
Hal Bishop. 

One man who knows the 
truck well is Bill Gray, the 
division’s fire warden. He re¬ 
members it first arriving at 
Great Central Lake in 1952 
when the mill there was 
owned by Bloedel Stewart and 
Welch. 

"Since then the old girl has 


only put on 10,000 miles” says 
Bill, "and she still has gobd 
tread on the original set of 
tires." Mechanically too, the 
truck is still in “A-l Shape”. 

Bill was fire chief at Great 
Central, and has been with 
the Company for 26 years, tie 
trained the volunteer brigade, 
including a women’s team of 
12 members — once described 
as "the world’s best looking 
fire department.” 

That was in the days when 
there were 90 homes at Great 
Central and Old No. 4 was 
used for forest fires as well as 
protecting the community. 

It was fitted with a 700- 
gallon water tank and a 500- 
gallon per minute pump, and 


Bill Gray remembers when it 
could carry a crew of 12-15 
men on a short run. 

Another MacMillan Bloedel 
man who has followed the his¬ 
tory of this pioneer fire truck 
is Herb Porter, night shift 
foreman at central services 
maintenance shop. 

While serving with the 
Prince Albert volunteers at 
Terrace in the last war, he 
remembers the federal gov¬ 
ernment buying the truck new 
for army service. Herb drove 
it then and remembers its 
registration day as August 
29th, 1944. 

He was not going to lose 
sight of "No. 4” for long, be¬ 
cause in 1948 it was bought by 


the City of Port Albemi for Its 
fire department, tferb came 
back to Albemi Valley in 1946, 
and later became a volun- 
teeer fireman with the city — 
immediately recognizing the 
truck. 

In 1952 the truck found its 
new home at Great Central, 
eventually finishing up with 
the company's Sproat Lake 
division nearby. 
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Only 12 Boats left.

The union, representing the 
63 employees, is seeking wage 
parity with Nanaimo and Port 
Albemi. 

Haywood said, "School Dis¬ 
trict 65 has already signed a 
number of agreements with 
other unions, and the board is 
not commited to wage 
parity." He added. "The gap 
between the CUPE local and 
the two other districts was 
narrowed significantly by this 
ofler.’’ 

Commenting on a possible 
strike, he said." the Cowichan 
district schools are in a worse 
situation than those in Vic¬ 
toria. where busing children 
to school isn’t widespread." 

Haywood said that the union 
could picket the school bus 
maintainence yard, cutting off 
transportation to the schools 
for a large number of stu¬ 
dents in the district. 

Board chairman. Dr. Don 
Martin, said. "It's a shame to 
see that 10 per cent of the em¬ 
ployees could close down a 
$10,000,000 a year operation so 
easily."

The British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment has hit a stumbling 
block which could delay dev¬ 
elopment of Vancouver Is¬ 
land's Pacific Rim national 
park at least another six 
months. 

Robert' Ahrens, associate 
deputy minister of recreation 
and conservation, said the 
park boundaries cannot be de¬ 
fined until the government ac¬ 
quires 14.000 acres currently 
leased to two logging compa¬ 
nies by the province. 

The 14.000 acres, leased by‘ 
MacMillan-Bloedel and B.C. 
Forest Products, are to be in¬ 
cluded in the park and the 
companies have r indicated 
they wary, leases' -on 'similar 
land rahter than a cash settle¬ 
ment, Ahrens said. 

The situation is a probing 
for the government because 
ihere is little available log¬ 
ging land in B.C. which is not 
already leased or privately- 
owned. he said. 

The park's development is 
divided into three phases 
the Long Beach area between 
Tofino and Ucluelet. Barkley 
Sound south of Ucluelet. and 
the 45-mile Lifesaving Trail 
between Pachena Bay and 
Port Renfrew. 

Boundaries for the first two 
phases have been defined and 
the areas have been officially 
designated as parkland. 

Under the original plans, 
the third phase was to include 
only a strip of land along the 
coast on which the Lifesaving 


Trail is situated. The govern¬ 
ment. however, under pres¬ 
sure from environmentalists, 
agreed to include a nearby 
area known as the Tsusiat, 
Squalicum and Hobitan. Lakes 
watershed. 

As a result the boundaries 
will have to be extended to 
include the leased land.. 

Ahrens said the boundaries 
were supposed to be set by 
April 1. The provincial gov¬ 
ernment. which acquires the 
land on behalf of the federal 
government on a 50-50 cost 
sharing basis, has asked for a 
six-month extension on the 
deadline. 

The federal government has 
not yet replied, he said. 

In the first two phases, the 
government bought 250 pri¬ 
vate lots and 10 mor^jare yet 
to be acquired, he said. 

The most recent acquisition 
was Bension Island, one of 96 
islands In Barkley Sound. 

Jack Miller, a lands officer 
with the provincial parks 
branch, said the government 
must expropriate a total of 
nine privately-owmed islands 
in the sound. Four have al¬ 
ready been bought. 

The remaining five are ex¬ 
pected to be bought within a 
year, he said. 

The nine islands comprise 
682 acres which is approxi¬ 
mately one-thind of the total 
island acreage in the park. 

The land is expropriated 
under a provincial act which 
was passed to establish the 
park, he said, adding that 


most property acquisitions 
are the result of arm's-length 
negotiations with the owners. 

Some land owners in the 
area, however, are reluctant 
to give up their land for any 
price and if a settlement can't 
be reached the • minister is 
asked by the negotiators to 
enter into arbitration. Miller 
said. 

None of die land owners 
has attempted to take the 
government, to court over the 
expropriation, he added. 

Miller refused to disclose 
prices paid for the properties. 

The federal parks branch 
announced Jan. 23 plans to 
s|)end a total of $3.2 million on 
the park, $1.7 million of which 
was for land acquisition at 
Long Beach and in Barkley 
Sound. 

The funds included $369,000 
to improve the 90-site Green 
Point campground at Long 
Beach but park superin¬ 
tendent Jack Holroyd says 
most campers will have to 
rely on a 500-site privately- 
owned campground expected 
to open this summer just out¬ 
side the park’s northern 
border. 

Holroyd said an estimated 
300.000 people visited the park 
last year, a total which could 
remain unchanged this year 
owing to rising fuel costs and 
the depressed American econ¬ 
omy. 

Driving on Long Beach will 
likely be prohibited this year 
because of safety and ecologi¬ 
cal reasons, he said. 


The Long Beach area is ap¬ 
proximately 20 miles long and 
12 miles are sandy beach. 
That phase of the park is 
about 40.000 acres, he said. 

Barkley Sound is about 10 
square miles and is patrolled 
by the federal fisheries de¬ 
partment and a 36-foot parks 
vessel. The branch is hoping 
to buy more patrol boats as 
the area becomes more popu¬ 
lar he added. 

Asked if the park branch 
anticipates a substantial in¬ 
crease in the number of boat¬ 
ing accidents in the sound, 
which can be extremely dan¬ 
gerous. Holroyd said publica¬ 
tions on the park will empha¬ 
size that the waters in Bark- 
dey Sound should be travelled 
only by experienced boaters.. 

The Broken island group in 
the sound will be left in its 
natural stage except for im¬ 
provement td drinking water 
facilities on islands which 
have natural creeks, he said. 

The parks branch will con¬ 
tinue this summer to improve 
the Lifesaving Trail despite 
t h e recently-encountered 
problems, he added. 

The entire park will include 
more than 75 miles of coast¬ 
line and each of the three 
areas is accessible by sepa¬ 
rate routes. 

The region is home for 
many wild animals such as 
river otters, blacktail deer, 
cougars, bears, mink and nu¬ 
merous species of birds. 

Marine life includes seals, 
grey whales, killer whales, 
and Stellar’s sea lions.

There are some things it’s 
better that a three-year-old 
girl doesn’t understand. 

And one of these is being 
taken for a ride with mother 
by a wild, scared, gun-toting 
individual who burst* into the 
house while you’re playing 
with your toys and starts yell¬ 
ing and smashing windows. 

But that’s what happened 
Tuesday to Emily Smith, a 
cute, red-haired, blue-eyed 
bundle of a girl, and her 
mother, Mis. Diane Smith, 27, 
of 1116 Leonanl 

But both Mrs. Smith and 
her husband, Robert, a pro¬ 
vincial government clerk, 
said after the ordeal that 
Emily — who sat on her des¬ 
perate abductor’s lap during 
part of a wiM car chase 
across Victoria — remained 
unaffected by the incident. 

"No, she didn't really know 
what was happening." said a 

tired, hungry but otherwise 


unharmed Mi’s. Smith as she 
prepared to eat a well-earned 

supper. 

Shortly alter 11 a.m. Emily 
was playing with her toys and 
Mrs. Smith was doing her 
washing when she hegrd 
sirens and a ruckus outside. 

"I thought it was a fire, I 
heard sirens," she told the 
Colonist. 

Just then a wild-looking 
young man toting a gun burst 
into the Smiths’ kitchen and 
took mother and daughter 
hostage f yelling to police out¬ 
side he'd kill both if need be. 

Sadie, the Smiths’ four- 
year-old part-collie was so 
scared she rushed underneath 
the livingroom couch. 

Mrs. Smith said, sure, she 

was scared but »:> was the 


intruder who ’ started to 
cry in the kitchen he was so 
scared ... he didn’t know' 
what to do." 

In his frustration at seeing 
police guns pointed at every 
window, he became angry arr.l 
started smashing pane after 
pane of glass - and ordered 
Mrs. Smith and Emily up¬ 
stairs with him. 

Mrs. Smith said she thought 
the police crowded too closely 
around the house, terrifying 
the desperate intruder still 
further. 

“I think they should have 
backed off a bit more," she 
said. 

Mre. Smith said her main 
concern was "trying to be on 
his side because I didn’t want 
to get hurt; I didn't want 
Emily to get hurt." 


She said the man appeared 
to be "a nice sort of guy" al¬ 
though scared into despera¬ 
tion. 

He said he was thirsty and 
Mrs. Smith — who didn’t real¬ 
ize her mistake till afterwards 
offered him some Southern 
Comfort. 

He drank a fifth of a bottle, 
Smith said. 

And Mrs. Smith said she 
made her second mistake 
when she told the intruder 
about her car. a 1968 Austin 
1100 . 

The result was that shortly 
after noon Mrs. Smith and 
Emily were bundled into the 
^mall. dark green car — and 
a nightmare chase across 
town began. 

With police cars in its rear 
mirror, the little Austin, 
pushed on by its driver,

children: 
No takers

More than ^ a thousand Brit¬ 
ish Columbians have offered 
homes to Vietnam war or¬ 
phans, but soW there are 
no adoption offers for 150 han¬ 
dicapped B.C. children. 

Human Resources Minister 
Norman Levi made that an¬ 
nouncement Tuesday as he 
pledged to continue to extend 
assistance but appealed for a 
cooling down of emotions. 

Levi said it must always be 
remembered that "children 
are part of a family unit and 
only as a very last resort 
should they be removed from 
that family." 

Levi reminded British Co¬ 
lumbians that while their re¬ 
sponse to the plight of In¬ 
dochinese war victims had 
been overwhelming "there 
are still 150 B.C. children, 
many of whom have severe 
handicaps, who are available 
for adoption by parents who 
feel they can cope with the 
extremely arduous task of 
raising these special chil¬ 
dren.” 

The minister said it was his 
hope that of the hundreds of 
families now- offering homes 
to help children from over¬ 
seas “there are some who will

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Kittle new iu hospital study 


Rehash of old ideas 
at cost of $34,500

The Capital Region’s secret 
hospital planning re|>ort is a 
$34,500 rehash of previous stu¬ 
dies. 

It recommends construction 
of a new Victoria General in 
the McKenzie - Trans - Canada 
Highway area, and the gradu¬ 
al phasing out of “antiquat¬ 
ed” Victoria General. 

And the new hospital should 
he built “as soon as possible, 
meaning immediately.” to re¬ 
lieve pressure on other hospi¬ 
tals, says the report, prepared 
by Ronald McQueen of 
Agnew, Peckham and As¬ 
sociates of Toronto. 

The recommendations for 
alleviating Greater Victoria's 
chronic hospital bed shortage 
are similar to those in an¬ 
other Agnew. Peckham report 
commissioned by the region 
in 1968. 

The latest report predict* 
the region’s current bed short¬ 
age of 125 will increase to 276 
in 1981 and 369 in 1986. To 
take up the slack, a 400 -bed 
hospital, with possibilities for 
600 beds, should he built west 
of Douglas. 

The present Victoria ( loner- 


al would he extensively reno¬ 
vated and reduced to 200 
beds, about half its present 
capacity, and operated in con¬ 
junction with the new hospi¬ 
tal. McQueen ^Warned that thp 
hospital must not continue to 
operate at its current size. 
" The buildings must be total¬ 
ly updated ... or totally re¬ 
placed.” 

Moves should be made im¬ 
mediately to include repre¬ 
sentatives of Saanich and the 
western community tSooke- 
Colwood- Langford-Metchosin I 
on Victoria General Hospital's 
board and to obtain a site, 
20 to 30 acres, for the new 
hospital, McQueen suggested. 

Victoria General, former St. 
Joseph’s would remain as a 
community hospital for the 
downtown area with “first- 
class accommodation’’ and 
ambulatory care services. 

The new and old hospitals 
could eventually be complete¬ 
ly merged on the new site, 
McQueen added. 

McQueen stressed that the 
two hospitals must be operat¬ 
ed by the same board and 
with the same medical staff, 
because the old Victoria Gen¬ 
eral could not prov ide a quali¬ 


ty range of services on i^s 
own if reduced to 200 beds. 

The regional hospital plan¬ 
ning commission has refused 
to release the latest reixjrt to 
the public for reasons rang¬ 
ing from: "It would serve no 
useful purpose,” to "we need 
more time to study it." 

Various hospital planning 
committees have been com¬ 
missioning major regional 
studies since 1964.

Victoria Symphony Society 
directors will decide the fu¬ 
ture of colorful conductor 
Laszlo Gati at a meeting 
April 17. 

But the apparent move by 
some directors to ensure that 
Gati goes after his contract 
expires June 1976 has been 
mel by a strong pro-Gati 
lobby among members. 

The lobby is headed by Ni¬ 
kola Pavelic, of 577 Ardmore 
Drive, on behalf of the Peti¬ 
tioner's Committee, a group 
of 99 symphony members who 
tried last year to hold a gen¬ 
eral membership meeting to 
air the controversy that has 
plagued the society. 

Pavelic has sent a letter to 
the society's more than 1,000 
members urging them to fill 
out a ballot and tell the direc¬ 
tors whether they think Gati 
should remain conductor or 
not. 

The letter claims that “Miss 
Ronahan (society president) 
and her supporters on the 
board are now planning to 
terminate Mr. Gati’s contract 
with the society and to re¬ 
place him with another con¬ 
ductor without giving the soci¬ 
ety’s members the opportuni¬ 
ty to express their opinion.” 

What also irks Pavelic'* 
group is that the April 17 
meeting will be closed — and 
that voting on Ggti'ft continu¬ 


ance will be by simple, major¬ 
ity and by secret ballot. 

“It was determined thal I he 
decision would be by secret 
ballot, thus avoiding the 
necessity of individual board 
members having to declare 
themselves on a recorded 
vote.” 

However, board members 
contacted Tuesday main¬ 
tained the vote on Gati's con¬ 
tract was merely a routine 
matter. 

If they decided to dismiss 


Gati. 14 months’ notice would 
have to be given, and this was 
why the special meeting was 
called before the next regular 
board meeting. 

President Miss Madge Ron¬ 
ahan said a letter from the 
board would be sent to 
members in the near future. 

But she relused to elaborate 
on the controversy, Was the 
symphony in financial trou¬ 
ble?

Cabbie ‘stopped and bailed out’

“Okay, you guys, get back, get back,” a 
desperate voice shouted at police officers 
from Inside the house. 

"He’s got a little girl hostage,” a police¬ 
man informed his colleagues. 

"I’m going to phone you. do you hear?” 
another officer yelled in the direction of the 
house at 1116 Leonard. 

Inside, Mrs. Diane Smith. 26, and her 
three-year-old daughter Emily were being 
held at gunpoint. 

The normally quiet residential Fairfield 
neighborhood looked more like a battlefield 
Tuesday afternoon. 


Police cars had blocked most of the adjoin¬ 
ing streets. 

Policemen, both in uniform and civilian 
clothes, were crouching behind trees, walls, 
house corners, and parked cars, their guns 
trained on the house. 

At this point, the massive police hunt was 
about two hours old. 

An estimated 50 policemen from the Vic¬ 
toria, Saanich, Esquimau, and RCMP forces 
in numerous cars, vans and two helicopters 
were involved in the operation. 

Constable Douglas Richardson of the Vic¬ 
toria police force telephoned from a house 
across the street and several minutes later,

all policemen who had surrounded the house 
were ordered to withdraw. 

"Get back to the next comer,” they were 
told by one of the officers, and slowly, they 
retreated under the cover of trees and cars. 

Meanwhile, police ordered a crowd of sev¬ 
eral hundred spectators to get further back. 

Suddenly, all was quiet. The only ones left 
near the house were a Colonist reporter and 
photographer who had escaped the sharp eye 
of the police and were hiding in a doorway, 
just across the street from the house. 

The front door slowly opened and a man 
emerged, wearing a dark hat. an Indian 
blanket draped around himself, Mrs. Smith 
and the baby girl.
